INTRODUCTORY STATEMENT 

These descriptions of occupations are based on investigations, in- 
cluding private interviews and correspondence, extending over prac- 
tically the entire United States. 

The outstanding fact developed by these investigations is that 
there are few standard or generally accepted occupational names or 
definitions. It has been necessary, therefore, for the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics to define certain occupational terms and classifica- 
tions and to assume the acceptance of these definitions by those using 
the descriptions. The bureau is fully aware of the fact that some 
important occupations have probably been omitted and that in some 
cases subdivisions may have been carried too far. These faults can 
be corrected only by means of suggestions and criticisms arising from 
the use of the descriptions in filling positions. 

The users of these descriptions are urged to send to the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics all suggestions and criticisms as they arise so that 
eventually there may be developed a national standard of occupa- 
tional descriptions.

The Bureau of Labor Statistics wishes to thank all those who have 
contributed to the compilation of these descriptions. So many indi- 
viduals and representatives of various organizations have been con- 
sulted that it is impossible to make special mention of such services. 
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PREFATORY STATEMENT 
nCPOBTANT 

The objects of these descriptloiLS are to furnish deflnitloiis of the varioiis occu- 
pations, so that specifications for help may be made uniform, and to furnish 
a means by which the prospective employee may be informed as to the nature 
of the work he will be expected to do. 

Each occupation has been described under the most s^enerally accepted title. 
The descriptions have been carefully prepared with the view of statins^ clearly 
and briefly what each occupation requires in the way of performance and 
qualifications, so that an ofilce manager or emplosrment manager can readily 
specify the help wanted and can pick the worker best fitted to iUl the position. 

Without such standard definitions advertisements and appeals from the 
various Government departments or from a central employment agency would 
lose their effectiveness, especially when the recruiting is nation-wide. 

The statement of actual requirements under the heading of "Schooling" does 
not have reference to those already working, but should be interpreted to mean 
that no one should enter the specified position at the present time without 
having the equivalent of the stated schooling. ** Common school " signifies the 
completion of the common- school course. 

Bireetions for Ufiing Deseriptions and Code Words 

INDEX: In order to find any given occupational description use the index. 

CODE WOBDS: Each description has a code word which, when communicated 
to any person who has access to these descriptions of occupations, will enable 
him to ascertain exactly what is called for by referring to the description 
indicated by the code word. (See Code words.) 

If an employee is wanted who has training sufficient to do work in any two 
or more occupations described, the code words of these descriptions should be 
combined to indicate the combination of qualifications; for example: The code 
word designating a BOABDEB, HAND, and a BOABDEB, MACHINE (see page 60) 
would be BBOZL-BBOOK.

The 
duties are much the same as those of the doffer in wool manufacturing, 
except that the construction of the spinning frame, makes the operation 
somewhat different. 

<lualiflcations: Ordinary skill and intelligence; agility. Some time is re- 
quired to learn the knack of changing the bobbins rapidly.

Description: The drawer-in gets th^^arp ready for the loom by drawing 
the end of the warp through the eye in thr harness.

He also 
examines the card for wornout parts. Men are always employed. 
Qualifica4;ion8: Should have mechanical ability and intelligence higher than 
the average worker. Considerable experience is necessary to learn how 
to grind teeth and set the card. Must understand thoroughly the con- 
struction of the card. The setting, or adjusting, of the card is delicate 
and important work and requires a responsible and careful man. 

HAKDEB-IN "* HASTE 

Kindred Occupation: Hander-in, woolen and worsted. 

Description: The hander-in aids the drawer-in by hooking the warp ends 
upon the hook as the drawer-in inserts it. This is done only in the 
case of a warp with a pattern. The hander-in follows the order of 
threads, as indicated by a diagram made by the designing department. 
The work is light and requires little skill, leading eventually to the 
work of drawer-in. Women are always employed.

When the warp has been tied, he examines it to see 
if any ends are untied, pulls the knots through the harness of the reed, 
and leaves the warp ready for weaving. This work is fairly heavy 
and men are always employed. They are in line for promotion to warp- 
tying machine tender. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. He should have the me- 
chanical ability necessary to learn to repair the machine. 

HOOKEB-MACHINE TENDEB. (See General worker, female.)

nrSPECTOB, HAND INCA 

Description: The hand inspector examines the cloth for imperfections, and 
corrects them where possible. It Is somewhat of a strain on the eyes. 
Men and women are employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and good eyesight. Must have been a 
weaver, or have been trained to know the standards of cloth, the im- 
perfections which may exist, and how to correct them. 

nrSPECTOB, MACHINE INCH 

Description: The machine inspector inspects the cloth as it runs through 
the trimming and inspecting machine. When he sees, or feels, an imper- 
fection, he stops the machine and tries to correct It The cloth passes 
rapidly and is hard on the eyes. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and good eyesight. Considerable experi- 
ence in inspecting is necessary to develop skill.

SCBUBBEB. (See General worker, female; General worker, male.) 

SECTION HANB. (See Grinder, card.) 

SEWIHG ABB BOXLIKG KACUIKE TENBEB. (See General worker, male.) 

SHEABIBG ABB BBTTSHING KACHIKE TENBEB. (See Tender, shearing and 
brushing machine.) 

SIZE KABEB SXIBT 

Kindred Occnpation: Size maker, woolen and worsted. 

Description: The size maker prepares the "size" or solution for giving 
added strength to the warp yam. He must measure and put In tlie 
ingredients (but he does not determine the kind or amount) and see 
that they boil the proper length of time. He must keep his apparatus 
in repair. Men are always employed. The work is disagreeable and 
requires a great deal of cleaning to be done. 

Qualificationi: Ordinary intelligence and carefulness. Ordinary health and 
strength. 

Schooling: Must be able to read and write. 

SLASHEB TENBEB. (See Tender, slasher.) 

SLASHBB TENDEB'S HELPEB. (See General worker, male.) 

SLBBBEB TENBEB. (See General worker, male.) 

SXASH HANB SKY 

Bescription: The smash hand is a sort of a spare hand in the weaving 
room, so called because a large part of the work is repairing " smashes '* 
or broken ends in the warp. Sometimes he helps a loom fixer, and often 
runs a set of looms, if the weaver is not around. The work is light and 
very irregular. Both men and women are employed. 
Qualifications: Must be able to stand most of the time. 

SPEEBEB TENBEB. (See General worker, female; General worker, male.) 

SHNNEB, XBLE SLAB 

Kindred Occnpation: Spinner, mule, woolen and worsted. 

Bescription: The duties of the mule spinner are practically the same as those 

of the mule spinner in woolen manufacturing. The spinner is assisted 

by piecers, doffers, and back boys, and must direct their activities. Men 

are always employed because of the mechanical skill and long term of 

apprenticeship required. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and considerable mechanical ability. 

Must know the mechanism of the mule and the operation of spinning. 
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SPINNER, BINO FBAME SLACK 

Kindred Occupation: Spinner, cap frame, woolen and worsted. 

Description: The ring frame spinner does much the same work as the 
cap frame spinner in the woolen manufacturing industry. As in cap 
frame spinning, the principal knack is in piecing up the ends when they 
break, with a quick movement, making a joint that will not show. Young 
girls make the best spinners because of their dexterity in piecing up. 
Women are usually employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. It requires some time to 
acquire the deftness necessary to piece ends quickly and properly. 

SPOOLEB TENDEB. (See General worker, female.) 

SPOOL HATJLEB. (See General worker, male.) 

STITCHEB. (See General worker, female.) 

STBIPFEB, CABD SLAKE 

Kindred Occupation: Card stripper, wool. 

Description: The stripper does the same work as the card stripper in wool 
manufacturing. In the case of cotton card stripping a machine is 
often used which takes the place of the hand brushes, eliminating some 
of the work. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

SWEEPEB. (See General worker, male.) 
TACKEB. (See General worker, female.) 

TENDEB, BALL WABPEB TIDAL 

Description: When tlie warp is to be dyed it is wound into a ball Instead 
of on a beam.. The work is practically the same as that of the beam 
warper tender or the beamer tender, wool manufacturing, but some slight 
change in the machine is required. 

Qualifications: Ordinary health and strength. This operative must know 
how to "take a lease" — ^that is, separate the alternate threads of groups 
of threads of the warp over and under a lease rod or lease string. 

TENDEB, BEAHEB TIDE 

Kindred Occupation: Beamer tender, woolen and worsted. 
Description: The beamer tender winds the warp from the spools onto the 
beam. Her duty is to watch for broken ends and tie them, and to 
break out bad spots in the yarn. She does not change the spool 
nor the beam, and the machine stops automatically. She must start the 
new threads on an empty beam. She must clean and oil her own 
machine. Women are employed almost exclusively. 
Qualifications: Ordinary health and strength. 

TENDEB, BEAMEB CHAIN TIDT 

Description: When a warp has been dyed it is again run from the "ball 
warp" form onto a warp beam. The beamer tender runs it through a 
machine which separates the threads by means of a comb. His duties 
are to thread the warp through the comb so that threads on the new 
beam will lie in their proper position. In doing this he is guided by the 
lease which was put in by the ball warper. Men are always employed, as 
the work is fairly heavy and the men must stand with one foot on the 
lever of the machine to keep it running. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability; dexterity. 
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TEITDEB, CARD TIX 

Kindred Occupation: Card tender, wool. 

Description: The card tender does practically the same work as the card 
tender in wool maDufacturing. though the work is somewhat simpler. 
He feeds the roll of lap into the cards and doffs or takes off the cans of 
sliver as they become filled. Each worker tends a large number of 
machines and is kept pretty actively engaged. The work is moderately 
heavy. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ability to do moderately heavy work. Ordinary ability. 

TEliTDER, COMBEB TZZE 

Kindred Occupation: Ck)mber tender, wooL 
Description: The comber tender does the same work as the comber tender 

in 'wool manufacturing. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

TEHDEK, DSAWIHO 7BAME TIGER 

Kindred Occupation: Drawing-frame tender, wool. 

Description: The drawing frame tender does the same work as the draw- 
ing frame tender in wool manufacturing. 
Qnalijlcations: Ordinary strength and ability. 

TEKDEB., DBY CAN. (See General worker, male.) 

TEKDEK, HOOKEE KACHINE. (gee General worker, female.) 

TEHDEE, OPEKEE TIGHT 

Description: The opener tender runs a machine which pulls apart the 
matted pads of cotton into bunches. He keeps the hoppers of the auto- 
. ma tic feed supplied with cotton, watches the operation to see that lumps 
of cotton do not clog in the machine and that cotton is carried off prop* 
erly by the suction fan. He oils and cleans his machine daily. Men are 
always employed. 
Qualifications: Strong lungs to withstand the dust. A careful man is re- 
quired, as the machine is somewhat dangeroua 

TEKDEE, PICKEE. (See General worker, male.) 

TEEDEE, EAW STOCK DYEING KACHINE. (See General worker, male.) 

TEEDEE, EIBBON LAPPEE TILE 

Description: The ribbon lapper tender takes the lap which has been made 
by the sliver lap machine and draws it out somewhat, doubling six 
laps into one to secure greater density. She must start new laps and 
doff the ball of lap as it is finished. This work is not hard, but keeps 
the tender standing and working moderately fast There is a certain 
amount of lint in the air constantly. Men or women are employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Strong lungs. 

TENDEE, SEWING AND EOLXING MACHINE. (See General worker, male.) 

TENDEE, SHEAEING AND BETJSHING MACHINE TILL 

Description: The shearing and brushing machine tender feeds the rolls 
of cloth into the machine, sews the rolls together with a railway sewing 
machine operated by hand power and takes off the full rolls. He con- 
trols the operation of the machine and must watch the process closely.

This Is a fairly responsible machine-tending occupation. There Is some 
• heavy woric and it requires constant attention. Hen are always em- 
ployed. 
Qualifications: Good strength and ordinary ability. 

TENDER, SLASHES TILT 

Kindred Occnpation: Slasher tender, woolen and worsted. 

Description: The slasher tender is more responsible than most textile 
machine tenders. He prepares the yarn for the weaving by strengthen- 
ing it with a coat of " size " or starch. The yarn is run from one beam 
to another through the size and over a steam heated drum to dry it. 
The tender's duty is to see that the yarn is unwinding properly, that 
there is sufficient size of the proper. consistency, that the yarn is dry 
but not burned, that it is not caked with hard size, that the tension is 
Just enough, and that it is winding properly on the loom beam. He 
must also put in the back beam and take out the loom beams when full. 
This is responsible and skilled work. Men are employed exclusively, 
because the work is very hot and heavy. 

^nalifioations: Good strength for heavy work and ability to stand heat. 
Should be a competent, careful man, and have had exx)erience as slasher 
tender's helper. Must understand enough about steam to keep right 
pressure in the cylinder. Must be able to tell by feel when the yarn 
is dry. 

Schooling: C!ommon school. 

TENDER, SLIVER LAP-HACHINE. (See General worker^ female; Qeneral 
worker, male.) 

TENDER, SLUBBER. (£fee General worker, male.) 

TENDER, SPEEDER. (See General worker, female; (General worker, male.) 

TENDER, SPOOLER. {See General worker, female.) 

TENDER, VAT. (See General worker, male.) 

TENDER, WARP-TYING IfACHINE . TIME 

Description: The warp-tying machine is a mechanism which ties knots, 
joining the ends of the old warp to those of the new when there is a 
part of the old warp still in the loom. The warp-tying machine tender 
is a fairly high-grade operative, since he not only tends the running of 
the machine and the preparation of the warps for tying, but must keep 
the delicate, mechanism in repair. Men are employed. The work is done 
leisurely, but requires constant attention. 

Qnalificatlons: Ordinary strength and ability. Must have sufficient me- 
chanical ability and experience to understand the machine and be able 
to keep it in repair. 

TICKET KARKER. (See General worker, male.) 

TIER-IN. {See Twister-in.) 

TRnUER. (See Inspector, machine.) 

TRVCEXR. (See General worker, male.) 
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TWISTEB-nr TIK 

Description: The twister-in does the same work as the warp-tying machine, 

by hand, on plain, heavy work where the new warp Is Joined to the end 

of the old warp still in the loom. Thia is a simple, knot-tying operation. 

Men and women are employed. 
Qnaliiications: Ordinary strength and ability. Must have acquired the 

knack of tjring knots rapidly. 

YAT TEHBEB. {See General worker, male.) 

WABP HATTLER. {See Ckneral worker, male.) 

WABP BOLLEB. {See General worker, male.) 

WABP-XmrG KACHIHE TENBEB. {See Tender, warp-tying machine.) . 

WABP-XmrG KACHIHE TENDEB'S HELPEB. {See Helper, warp-tying ma- 
chine.) 

WASTE PICEEB. {See Ckneral worker, male.) 

WEAYEB WEAL 

Kindred Occupation: Weaver, wool manufacturing. 

Description: The weaver watches the cloth carefully as it is woven and 
changes the filling in the shuttles as it runs out, also pieces up threads 
that break in the warp. In some cases a weaver must oil and clean his 
own loom. On machines other than the automatic the chief duty is 
putting fresh bobbins into the empty shuttles and starting the shuttle 
in the machine. The work is light, but requires the worker to be on 
his feet most of the time. Close attention is necessary. Both men 
and women are employed. 

Qnaliflcations: Must be able to stand most of the time. The weaver must 
be able to tell when cloth is not being woven properly, and know how to 
"pick out" imperfections.

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AQER TENDEB. {Bee Tender, ager.) 
BACK TENDEB. (£fee Tender, back.)

BTTMPEB BOXEB 

Description: The bumper is a machine engraver's helper in all of his work, 
but the most important task is to turn the machine by hand wlien a 
number of repeats of a small figure- are to be engraved. In this opera- 
tion the roller and the mill do not turn continuously, so the bumper 
must turn the mill back and forth. The work is not difficult, but leads 
to learning the trade of machine engraver. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

CALEHDEB TENDEB. (£fee Tender, calender.) 

CLAMHEB CLEAB 

Description: The clammer makes the mill for machine engraving from the 
die prepared by the die maker. This is done on a clamming machine, in 
which the mill and the die are placed in contact, under pressure, and 
run until the impression of the pattern is made upon the mill. The re- 
sponsibility in this work comes in properly applying the pressure, as too 
much pressure will spoil the mill or the die. It is also important, when 
dipping the mill into nitric acid to bring out the impression, not to keep it 
• in too long. When the impression has been made, the clammer hardens 

the mill with the proper heat treatment. Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and exceptional ability. This work 
requires great care and good judgment. 

CLOTH FOLDEB. {Bee Folder, cloth.) 
COLOB-BOX WASHEB. {Bee Washer, color box.) 

COXOB BOT CLEAT 

Description: The color boy dips colors from the tubs on the floor to the pans 
on the machine. His only responsibility is to be careful not to get the 
colors mixed and to keep the pans properly filled. The work is not 
hard. Boys are usually employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

COLOBIST CLEF 

Description: The colorist is usually the head of the color-making department. 
He determines how to get the color desired by the designing department, 
giving the formula for the different mixes to the color mixers. After 
the color has been put into the printing machine and a smooth piece of 
cloth has been printed, the colorist decides finally whether or not the 
shade and color are correct. Men are always employed.

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Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability and long experience in mix- 
ing dyes. 
Schooling: Common scliool; training in chemistry of dyes and colors. 

COLOB MTXZR CLE7T 

Description: The color mixer mixes together, according to the directions 
furnished by the colorist, the proper proportions of standard colors for 
a shade. The work is not hard but requires great reliability and causes 
the worker to become considerably stained. Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Should have had experi- 
ence at color mixing. 
Schooling: Common school. 

CVTTEB., PLATE CLEBK 

Description: The plate cutter takes the zinc plate upon which the sketch 

* maker has projected the design, and with a graver or cutting tool cuts 

a slight depression along the lines in the zinc. This is exacting and 

painstaking work, as the lines must be cut to a proper depth and the 

Joints made clean and perfect. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and exceptional ability. It requires 

several years' experience and training to become an eifflclent plate cutter. 

Schooling: Common school. 

CUTTEB, SAMPLE CLEW 

Description: The sample cutter takes the cloth which has been marked by 

the swatch folder and cuts along the lines indicated there with a punch 

and mallet or an electric cutting knife. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary ^rength and ability; ability to handle an electric 

cutting knife. 

DIE IKAKER DECRT 

Description: The die maker, like the hand engraver, is a hand worker of a 
high order. His work is to cut small designs for printing into smooth 
pieces of steel or dies by making the imprint on the die and cutting the 
design with his tools. An important part of his work is to make his own 
tools, which are very fine and need to be very accurate. The work on the 
dies is so fine that the use of a magnifying glass is necessary almost all 
the time; consequently the work is very exacting. Men are always 
employed. 

Qualiflcations: Ordinary strength; exceptional ability. 

Schooling: Common school. 

DISTRIBUTOR DEED 

Description: The distributor gives out the work to those who make the 
sample cards She counts out the number of required pieces of cardboard 
and of samples, according to the orders for samples, and has them pasted. 
This is clerical work but requires a good knowledge of various kinds of 
samples. Girls are usually employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

DRY DRTJO HAN DEEM 

Description: The dry drug man has charge of the dry drugs, starches, gums, 

etc., used in the processes. He weighs out the various substances as 

called for by the kettle man. There is a little danger from the fine dust. 

Men are always employed.

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Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Considerable experience and 
familiarity with the drugs and other chemicals used in the finishing 
processes. This work requires a careful, dependable man. 

Schooling: Common school. 

DTTHPER BEEF 

Description: The dumper examines the cloth as it comes off the dryer, and 
before it is sent to the printing department, to make sure that the face 
of every piece is matched, either up or down, so that the pattern will ap- 
pear on the face of the cloth. Where he finds a piece reversecl, he cuts it 
out and sews it in properly. The work is light and does not require 
constant attention. Men are usually employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

EHOBAYEB, HAND ELITE 

Description: The hand engraver prepares the rollers for printing the cloth 
by cutting the design directly into the roller. The outlines of the design 
are imprinted on the roller and, guided by them, the engraver cuts the 
lines of the copper with a hand instrument. It can be done standing or 
sitting, and requires little physical effort. Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and exceptional ability. The work is 
fine and exacting and requires a high order of skill. Apprenticeship of 
seven years. 
Schooling: Common school. 

ENQBAYER, KACHINE ELK 

Description: The machine engraver places the mill and the roller in the 
machine in such position that, by exercising pressure upon them, the 
design upon the mill will be transferred to the copper roller. The machine 
engraver must regulate the pressure carefully and set the machine and 
control its operations so that the repeats of the design will fit exactly. 
He also looks after his machine ; cleans it and oils it. He has the assist- 
ance of a helper, or " bumper," for any of the work that requires physical 
effort. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength, exceptional ability, accuracy, and care- 
fulness. It requires an apprenticeship of several years to become an 
efficient, high-grade machine engraver. 

ETCHER ELOPE 

Description: The etcher subjects the roller, after the design has been cut 
into its varnished surface, to a nitric-acid bath and thus etches the design 
in the copper. He must regulate the strength of the acid and he must 
know when the roller is sufficiently etched. Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: Although the work of the etcher is not heavy, it is exacting 
and responsible. It requires average strength and more than average 
ability. 

FEEDER, TENTER FIEND 

Description: The tenter feeder watches the "going in" end of the tenter 
frame to see that the cloth feeds properly and is properly gripped by 
the clips. He also gives the cloth a casual inspection as it comes along. 
The work of the tenter feeder is light but it requires the constant 
attention of a reliable operator. It is also very hot. Men and women 
are employed. 
Qualifications: Average strength and ability to stand hot work. 
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FOLBEB, CLOTH FEVER 

Description: The folder takes the cloth after it has been folded by the 
hooker machine and passed through the selector's hands, and doubles it 
over in different ways to make a neat package, easy to handle, and 
attractive in appearance. There is a considerable knack in this work 
to get the folds even and flat and to produce the various types of 
packages desired by the trade. Men are employed on the heavy goods 
and women on the light goods. 
QualilLcations: C!onsiderable strength and ordinary ability. Several 
months* experience are required to acquire efficiency in folding. 

FOLDEB, SWATCH FEW 

Description: The swatch folder marks and folds a piece of cloth so that the 

sample cutter can get the greatest number of samples out of it with the 

least possible waste. The swatch folder works leisurely and may sit. 

Girls are usually employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

HELPEH, XENTTLE HAN HAEDT 

Description: The kettle man's helpers, under his directions, do all the work 
incidental to the preparation of standard colors — trucking, pouring the 
colors, boiling and washing out kettles and tubs, and any other work 
which the kettle man directs them to do. Their work is very dirty and 
causes them to get stained a great deal. Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

INSPECTOR, CLOTH niBUE 

Description: The inspector determines the condition of the cloth which is 
to be finished. He measures It, counts the warp and filling threads, de- 
termines the weave, examines the yarn, and tests the strength of the 
cloth. This work requires a careful, dependable worker. It is light 
and can be done sitting at a bench. Men are employed, as a rule, but 
the work can be done by women without detriment to their health. 
Qualifications: Several years' experience as an inspector in the weave room 
or in some position where familiarity with standards of cloth has been 
acquired. High-grade intelligence; carefulness and dependability. 
Schooling: Common school. 

INSPECTOR, ROLLER IMP 

Description: The roller inspector looks over the rollers after they have been 
engraved to see whether the design is complete. Where lines are missing 
he cuts them in with a graver. If lines have been engraved where they 
should not be, he fills them up with copper. Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: Several years' apprenticeship as hand engraver, and should 
possess ordinary strength and exceptional ability. This is fine work and 
requires a careful and dependable man, who must have a thorough knowl- 
edge of designs and hand engraving. 
Schooling: Common school. 

JACK HAN JAY 

Description: The jack man is a general laborer in the printing department. 
He helps to force the copper rollers, either by hand or power jacks, on 
steel shafts called mandrels, which are then placed in the printing ma- 
chines. He must exercise great care in handling the rollers so as not 
to scratrh or Injure the engraving. The work is heavy. Men are always 
employed. 
Qualifications: Great strength and ordinary ability. 
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KETTLE HAN KEBIi 

Description: The kettle man is practically a foreman who has charge of a. 
large number of helpers. He gets the formulas from the chief colorist. 
He sends his helpers for the dry drugs, sees that the drugs are put into 
the proper kettle, that the proper amount of water is added, and that tke 
color is properly boiled, and, in general, -directs the proper preparation 
of the standard colors. Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength; exceptional executive ability. 
SchooUnsr: Common school. 

KETTLE-KAN'S HELFEB. (See Helper, kettle man.) 

KIER BOILEB KEEN 

Description: The kier boiler prepares the kiers for boiling by filling thena 
with cloth and admitting the liquor and steam, watches to see that the 
liquor is circulating properly, and keeps track of the length of time each 
batch of cloth is in the kier or vat. Little physical effort is required. 
Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

KIEB BOY KEEP 

Description: The kier boy packs the cloth flat in the kiers. He works 
barefooted or with rubbers, and stamps down the cloth. The work is 
intermittent, not hard, but wet. Boys are always empU)yed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

HANOLE TENDEB. (See Tender, mangle.) 

HEASUBEB HEBE 

Description: The measurer determines the length of the cloth to be run 

through the various finishing operations, measuring it either by counting 

the folds or running it through a hooker folding machine. The work is 

light and not difficult, ^en and women are employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

mXEB, BATH HEBOE 

Description: The bath mixer takes care of the mixing, storing, and trans- 
porting of all the chemicals used In bleaching. He is responsible for 
seeing that they are properly prepared and for the right strength. The 
work is responsible, and there is more or less danger from bums or fumes 
in handling the acids and caustics. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Higher than average ability. 

Schooling: Common school. Knowledge of chemistiy is helpful. 

OFEN-SOAFEB TENDEB. (See Tender, open soaper.) 

PAINTEB, PLATE PIECE 

Description: The plate painter is really an assistant to the sketch maker. 
She paints the colors on the plate to guide the pantographer, taking them 
from the original design. Each ^!Olor appearing on the original sketch 
must be duplicated in all Its details on the plate. The work is light and 
is done while sitting. Women are usually employed. 

Qualiflcationt: Ordinary strength and ability. 
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PAnSTTER, ROLLER PIER 

Description: The roller painter paints out with varnish those parts of the 

roller which It Is not desire<l to etch. These parts have been marked 

and she need only varnish carefully over them. Women are usually 

employed. 

Quallflcations: Ordinary strength and ability. 

PANTOOBAPHER PIETY 

Description: The pantographer manipulates the stylus of the pantograph 
machine which controls the tool on the roller. As she moves the stylus 
in the line cut by the plate cutter, the tool cuts the corresponding lines 
in the varnish on the roller. The work requires very close attention 
and great care. Girls are usually employed. 
Qnalifications: Ordinary strength and ability; carefuhiess. 

PAKTOORAPH SETTER PIGMY 

Description: The pantograph setter sets up the machine which reproduces 
the design, reduced to proper size, upon the roller. He sets in the roller 
and adjusts the levers to reduce to proper scale, adjusts the diamond 
points to cut the roller in the proper places, and tacks the zinc plate on 
which the design has been sketched and painted in the proper position. 
This work requires a complete knowledge of the machine and great accu- 
racy in adjusting the parts. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength; higher than ordinary ability. An ap- 
prenticeship of seven years is required. 

Schooling: Common nchool. 

PLAITER PIKE 

Description: The plaiter's work is to pile, or fold in plaits, the rope of cloth 
as it comes from the overhead carrier into pits or vats or on the floor. 
He does it by using a wooden stick to direct the fall of the cloth into laps. 
The operation is fairly simple. It is important that it be done right, 
especially in the boiling vats, so that the liquor will reach every part of 
tlie cloth and the cloth will not tangle when it is pulled out. Men are 
always employed. 

Qnalifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

PLATE CUTTER. {See Cutter, plate.) 

PLATE PAINTER. {See Painter, plate.) 

POLISHER PIKER 

Description: The polisher receives the turned roller and smoothes it by 

holding a polishing stone against it as it turns in the \vater. The work 

requires considerable strengtli and some judgment in determining when 

the roller is sufficiently polished. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Usual strength; ordinary ability. 

PRESStTRE-STEAHER TENDER. {See Tender, pressure steamer.) 

PRINTER PILE 

Description: The printer runs the machine which prints the pattern upon 
the cloth. He is in complete charge and responsible for the proper 
printing of the cloth, the adjusting of the machine, and the keeping of it 
in repair. The most important part of the work is to adjust the machine, 
which includes fitting in the rollers so that they will print in the proper 
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place, and sharpening and adjusting the "doctor" plates against the 
roller. The printer must also watch for all sorts of imperfections in the 
printed cloth and adjust the machine to eliminate them. The printing is 
the last step in a long and complicated process and the printer must be 
an experienced and reliable man to complete it properly. Men are always 
employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and exceptional ability. An apprentice- 
ship .of several years. 

Schooling: CJommou school. 

RODMAN BAVEL 

Description: Therodman is a laborer who helps to load the carriage of 
the pressure steamer. Usually three men work together, folding the 
laps of cloth over the rods and placing the rods on the carriage, and when 
the cloth has been steamed, taking the cloth from the carriage. The 
work is moderately heavy and hot. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

ROLLER INSPECTOR. (See Inspector, roller.) 

ROLLER PAINTER. (See Painter, roller.) 

ROLLER TTTRNER. (See Turner, roller.) 

ROLLER VARNISHER. (See Yarnisher, roller.) 

SAMPLE CUTTER. (See Cutter, sample.) 

SELECTOR SHEET 

Kindred Occupation: Inspector. 

Description: The selector looks over the cloth rapidly after it has been 
, folded by the hookier machine. If she finds imperfections, stains, etc., 
she lays the cut aside to go to the final inspector. If the piece is all right, 
she counts the folds and sticks a paster on top the folds, showing the 
yardage. Girls are usually employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 
Schooling: Common school. 

SHADER SHELF 

Description: The shader matches cuts of solid-colored cloth according to 

shade. The work is comparatively light, but requires good eyes for the 

shades and colors. Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: Ability to distinguish colors and shades accurately. 

SINGER SHELL 

Description: The singer runs the cloth through his machine, where it is 
singed by hot plates or bunsen gas flame. He operates the machine, 
keeps the plates at the proper temperature, or regulates the flame. The 
essential part of his work is to keep the cloth running constantly, as the 
slightest stop will result in burning. This is a very responsible opera- 
tion. The work is comparatively light, but requires constant attention. 
Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability; carefulness. 

SKETCH MAKER SHIPT 

Description: The sketch maker is a high-grade, experienced man, whose 

work requires a certain amount of artistic ability. He uses a sketch 

camera to project upon a flat sheet of zinc an enlarged image of the

original design and traces this design in pencil on the zinc. He must 
outline every different color and every different shade. An Important 
part of his work is to check up the work of the designer, to catch the 
lines in the design which would not show up well on the cloth. When 
he finds such faults he makes the necessary changes and submits them 
for the approval of the head of the department Men are always em- 
ployed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and exceptional ability. An appren- 
ticeship of several years Is necessary. 

Schooling: Common school. 

SOAP MIXER SHINE 

Description: The soap mixer fills the tanks with water and measures in the 
prescribed amount of soap, soda ash, and other chemicals, as directed 
by the foreman. He controls the agitating of the tanks, which is done 
mechanically, and also controls the drying off of the solution. The work 
is moderately heavy and damp. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ck>nsiderable strength and ordinary ability; reliability. 

SOAP TENDER. {See Tender, open soaper.) 

SPAKE HAND, PRINTING DEPARTMENT SHIP 

Description: The spare hand is the general all-round assistant to the printer. 
He helps the printer and the back tender in such work as cleaning off 
excess colors from brushes, emptying the colors into the tubs, trucking the 
pans and brushes, washing the floors, etc. The work entails no experience 
or responsibility. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications; Considerable strength and ordinary ability. 

STAMPER SHIRE 

Description: The stamper stamps trade-marks or labels on the top fold of a 
cut of cloth with a wood cut or stencil. This is simple work, requiring 
only care in placing the stencil properly. Men are usually employed. 

Qualifications: Ability to stand at work. 

Schooling: Common school. 

STEEL TURNER. (See Turner, steel.) 
SWATCH POLDER. (See Polder, swatch.) 

SWING TENDER. (See Tender, swing.) 

TAGEER, CLOTH THEN 

Description: The tacker receives the piece of cloth from the folder and puts 

one or more stitches in each end of the piece in such a manner that all 

of the folds are held securely in place through subsequent handling. 

Girls are usually employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

TENDER, AGER THEY 

Description: The ager tender operates the machine in which cloth is aged 
by steam or by ammonia. He feeds the cloth into the machine, sews 
the new pieces on, and watches to see that the machine is feeding evenly. 
He must also regulate the steam or ammonia fumes. The work is light 
but requires constant attention. Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 
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TENDER, BACK THICK 

Description: The back tender is one of the assistants to the printer. He 
tends the end of the machine where the cloth is fed in, sewing on new 
pieces of white cloth when a batch is about to run out, and looking after 
the gray cloths which are used in printing. He also looks after the color 
in the back boxes, keeps up the steam in the dry cans, and helps the 
printer in every other way possible. . He is not a printer's apprentice and 
seldom becomes a printer. Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary ability and considerable strength. 

TENDER, CALENDER THIEF 

Description: The calender tender controls the machine in which certain 
kinds of finishes are imparted to the cloth by means of various kinds of 
rollers. He must regulate the speed of the bowls or cylinders and 
regulate the steam in the cylinders. He must also see that the cloth 
is run in properly. This work is responsible though not very hard, but 
requires constant attention. Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength; higher than average ability; reliability. 
Several months' experience in handlihg this machine. 

TENDER, HANGLE THIOH 

• Description: The mangle tender controls not only the mangle but the dry 

cans or some other machine usually connected with the mangle. He 

regulates the supply of water, starch, or other material used, and the 

pressure on the bowls of the mangle. He must watch the cloth to see that 

. it keeps straight and smooth, and for imperfections, stains, etc. He must 

oil and clean the machine. The work is not hard but requires constant 

attention. Men are usually employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

TENDER, OPEN SOAPER THIN 

Description: The soap tender puts in and changes the water, soap, and 
fixing agent, and runs the machine in which the cloth is soaped. His chief 
duty is to see that the cloth is running smoothly and evenly. He must 
oil and clean his machine. The work is not hard but requires constant 
attention. Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

TENDER, PRESSURE STEAMER THING 

Description: The pressure steamer tender is in charge of the pressure 
steamers. He must keep track of the time that each piece of cloth is in 
the steamer and keep up the steam pressure. At regular intervals he 
must turn the wheel which turns over the rods within the steamer, taking 
care not to disarrange the folds of cloth. The work is light but hot. 
Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

TENDER, SWING THINK 

Description: The swing tender changes the trucks or boxes into which the 
swing folder delivers the cloth. He moves the full truck away, places 
an empty one into position, and tears the cloth to start a new batch. 
He has no control over the starting or stopping of the machine and no 
responsibility connected with the processes. The work is not hard but 
requires a fair amount of strength in the fingers to tear the cloth. Men or 
boys are always employed. 
Qualifications. Ordinary strength and ability. 
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TEHDER, WA8HEB THIBD 

Kindred Occupation: Washer tender, wooL 

Description: The washer tender tends the machine In which the cloth is 
washed. He must feed the cloth into the macliine, sew or tie the ends 
together to make a continuous string, turn on and draw off the washing 
liquor, and see that the cloth is running smoothly. He must also oil and 
clean his machine. The work is not hard but requires constant attention. 
Men or older boys are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

TICKETEB THIS 

Description: The ticketer stamps tags or pasters, showing the style, num- 
ber, yardage, etc, of the cloth, and pastes them on or sews the tag into 
the selvage. The work is light but requires a responsible girl to insure 
the proper marking of each cut of cloth. Girls are usually employed. 

Qualiflcations: Ordinary strength and ability; responsibility. 

Schooling: Ck)nmion schooL 

• 
TUBE HAKDLEB THONG 

Description: The tube handlers handle the brass rods from which the cloth 
is suspended in the continuous steamer. The one puts them In place so 
that they will drop into position automatically ; the other picks them up 
as they are discharged at the end of the steamer. The work Is simple 
and not physically difficult, but is done in a hot and humid place. The 
tubes are hot and the men must wear asbestos packs to protect their 
hands. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ability to stand very hot work. 

TUBHEB, BOLLEB THOBN 

Kindred Occupation: Lathe operator on copper or steeL 

Description: The roller turner uses a lathe to turn down the copper rollers 
to size or turn the design off discarded rollers. He also burnishes them 
by holding against them a smooth piece of steel. This work is very simi- 
lar to ordinary lathe work on copper or brass and is not very hard. Men 
are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Some months* experience 
at turning copper or brass. 

TTJBNEB, STEEL THBOB 

Kindred Occupations: Lathe operator; Machinist. 

Description: The steel turner turns down the dies and mills to size, on a 
lathe, and makes them smooth. This work is similar to lathe work in any 
machine shop. Men are always employed. * 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Experience as a lathe op- 
erator in any machine shop. 

VABHISHEB, BOLLEB YALOB 

Description: The roller vamisher coats the copper rollers for pantographing 
and etching with an acid-resisting substance or "varnish." He puts it 
on with a brush, smoothes it with a strip of wood, and pours hot water 
over it to make it absolutely smooth. In a small plant this work is done 
by the etcher. Men are always employed. 
, Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 
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WASHER, BRUSH WARP 

Description: The brush washer washes the color, from the brushes that 
furnish the color to the rollers in the printing machine. He revolves the 
brush in water, holding a comb on it to remove lint, etc., from the bristles. 
The work is not very heavy but keeps the worker and the floor about him 
constantly wet. Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability to stand damp work. 

WASHER, COLOR BOX WART 

Description: The color box washer washes out the long copper pans which 
hold the color in the printing machine. Like the brush maker his work 
is more or less intermittent and not hard but very wet. Men are always 
employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability to stand damp work. 

WASHER TENDER. (See Tender, washer.) 

WATCHER WASH 

Description: Where cloth is being aged in a continuous steamer a watcher 
is stationed at each end of the steamer to*see that the rods go in and the 
folds start right and also go out right. If anything goes wrong he calls 
the attention of the second hand to it. No physical effort is required but 
the work must be done in a very hot and humid place. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

WINDER WASP 

Description: The winder tends a machine which winds the finished cloth 
around a flat board or upon a roller. He must start and stop the 
machine, thread in the cloth, and see that it rolls evenly, without creas 
ing. The work is very heavy as the heavy rolls must be lifted from the 
machine. Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: Exceptional strength; ordinary ability. 
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AUEY UAB, XIDDLX AGE 

Desciipti6ii:'The middle alley man watches the operation of the Apperly 
feeds which transfer the sliver of wool from one card to another, and 
if the sliver breaks, mends it by twisting ends together. Work Is light, 
being largely watching for breaks. Men and boys are employed. 
• Qualiflcations: Ordinary strength and ability. Must know how to join sliver 
and how to keep it running evenly on feed aprons or Apperly feed. 

BACK BOY BRUNT 

Desoriptioii: The back boy is a specialized mule spinner's assistant, whose 

duty is to set in the roving wool for spinning. He also helps put paper 

tubes on the spindles for a new doff and assists the spinner's helper in 

doffing the spun yarn. 

Qualiflcations: Ordinary strength and mechanical ability. 

BACK- WASHER TENDER. (See Tender, back washer.) 

BANDER BREW 

Kindred Occupation: Bander, cotton. 

Description: The bander replaces the broken bands on the spinning frame. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Must be careful and reli- 
able, as this is fairly difficult work. 

BEAHER TENDER. (See Tender, beamer.) 

BOBBIN BOY. (See (General worker, male.) 

BOBBIN SETTER. {See Doffer.) 

BUILDER, CHAIN BRTTSH 

Description: The chain builder builds up a chain, according to the pattern 
prepared by the designing department, with steel bars, over which he slips 
washers of various size. There are as many bars as there are picks in 
the pattern, and they are joined together by steel links. The purpose of 
the chain is to assist in the weaving of the pattern. Work is not heavy, 
as the chain builder sits at a bench and uses only small tools. Men and 
boys are employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Some mechanical ability. 
Great reliability, as the washers must be placed In the proper order. 

BURLER BUD 

Kindred Occupation: Inspector, hand (cotton). 

Description: The burler, like the inspector and the percher, examines the 
cloth for imperfections, but confines her examination to knots, lumps, or 
loose ends which she takes out with a burling iron and cuts off with a 
scissors. The work is light, as the burler sits at the table or at an 
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inclined desk over which she draws the cloth. It is fairly responsible 
work, as care must be taken to cut the knots so that ends will not curl 
up and leave an imperfect place. Women are always employed, 
dualiflcations : Ordinary strength and ability. Must understand the dif- 
ferent fabrics made in the mill and how to "raise" knots or lumps with 
a burling iron. 

BTrRR-FICKEB TENDER. (See Tender, barr picker.) 

CAP-FRAME SPINNER. (See Spinner, cap frame.) 

CARBONIZER. (See Soaking tank man.) 

CARD FEEDER. (See General worker, male.) 

CARD GRINDER. {See Grinder, card.) 

CARD STRIPPER. (See Stripper, card.) 

CARRIER, FILLING. (See General worker, male.) 

CARRIER, TOP. (See (General worker, male.) 

CHAIN BUILDER. (See Builder, chain.) 

CLEANER, PORCTTPINE. (See General worker, female.) 

CLOTH DYER. (See Tender, vat, piece dyeing.) 

CLOTH WINDER. (See General worker, male.) 

COlIBER TENDER. (See Tender, comber.) 

CONE WINDER. (See Tender, winder.) 

COVERER. (See General worker, female; General worker, male.) 

CRABBER TENDER. ( See Tender, crabber.) 

CREELER CORN 

Kindred Occupation: Creeler, cotton. 

Description: The creeler changes the empty spools for full ones in the 
creel or frame from which the yam is fed to the beamer. The full 
spool must be placed on and the end tied to the end remaining from the 
previous spool. Women are employed for the most part, but men some- 
times do the work. Little or no skill and not much physical effort are 
required. Reaching high and bending low are necessary and the work 
proceeds rapidly. 

Qualifications: Must be able to distinguish colors of yarn. 

Schooling: Must be able to read numbers. 

DARNER. (See Sewer.) 

DECATIZER. (See Decator.) 

DECATOR ^ DENSE 

Description: The decator places the cloth on beams In the decatizing ma- 
chine. He must watch the steam pressure closely and start and stop 
the machine at the proper time. Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: Good strength. Should know how to clean and oil his 
machine. 
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DOFF£B DBHT 

Kindred Oeeupation: Doffer, cotton. 

Bescriptioii: Altbough " doffing " or removing the finished product is neces- 
sary for all the machines in the mill» this is the only place where it is 
used as an occupation term. The doffer removes the full bobbins of 
spun yam from the spindle of the spinning frame. The woiiE is generally 
done by small boys, as it requires much bending and considerable 
agility. 

avallfloatioiii: Ordinary skill and intelligence; agility. No special skill is 
required, though some time is required to learn the knack of changing 
the bobbins rapidly. 

DOIXT TEHDEB. (Bee Cteneral worker, male.) 

DOUBLEB. (See Cteneral worker, female.) 

PBAWER-Hr DENY 

Kindred Occnpation: Drawer-in^ cotton. 

Bescriptioii: The drawer-in gets the warp ready for the loom by drawing 
the end of the warp through the eyes in the harness. This is a simple 
operation in which the drawer-in draws through the eye in the harness 
the thread from the warp, but since there are hundreds of threads to 
be drawn, one at a time, the work is exacting and a certain knack or 
skill must be acquired to draw the threads accurately and rapidly. 
Men and women are employed. 

Qnaliiicationf: Good eyesight; dexterity.

DRAWnra-F&AME TENDER. (See Tender, drawing frame.) 

DRESSER TENDER. (See Tender, dresier.) 

DROP- WIRE OPERATOR. (See General worker, female.) 

DRUG MAN. (See General worker, male.) 

DRIER TENDER. (See Tender, drier.) 

DUSTER TENDER. (See General worker, male.) 

DYE MIXER. (See General worker, male.) 

EXTRACTOR TENDER. (See General worker, male.) 

FACE BTJRLER. (See Bnrler.) 

FEEDEB, CABD. (See General worker, male.) 

FEEDEB, WOOL WASHEB FIBE 

Deicription: The wool-washer feeder keeps the automatic feed of the wool 
washer filled with wool. He is also required to keep the section around 
the washer cleaned up. This is simple work, often done by a boy. 
QnaUficatlons: Ordinary strength and ability. The work requires moderate 
physical effort and subjects the worker to considerable dust and danger 
of Infection. 

FILLING GABBIEB. (See General worker, male.) 

FINISHEB TENDEB. (See Tender, finisher.) 
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FINISH SEWER. (See Sewer.) 
FIXER. i8ee Section hand, general.) 

FIXER, LOOM FIRM 

Kindred Occupation: Loom fixer, cotton. 

Description: The loom fixer Is probably the most Important and skilled 
worker in the weaving room. His principal duties are to put in the 
new warps and to see that looms' are running properly. When a warp 
runs out, the fixer cuts off the cloth and takes out the empty beam, puts in 
a new beam, examines the loom to see that it is in proper running con- 
dition, and weaves the first few inches of cloth to see whether the loom is 
running properly. When a loom is not running properly, it is his duty 
to fix it. He must also see that cloth is weaving properly. This is 
a man's occupation, as the changing of the warp beam is heavy work. 

Qualifications: Good strength is necessary. A knowledge of weaving and 
considerable mechanical ability are required. Must understand construc- 
tion of a loom ; must know difference between kinds of cloth by appear- 
ance and feel. Must be a dependable man. 

FOREWOMAN, BTTRLINO AND MENDING FIX 

Kindred Occupation: Burler. 

Description: The forewoman has charge of a group of employees or a de- 
partment. She teaches new employees, gives out work in her depart- 
ment, and performs incidental work. 

Qualifications: Some executive ability; experience in burling and mending. 
* Schooling: Common school. 

FRAME SFINNER. {See Spinner, cap frame.) 

FULLER FIST 

Kindred Occupation: Fuller, felt. 

Description: The fuller is in charge of the process by which the fibers of 
the cloth are made to " felt " — that is, to shrink and mat together. His 
work consists of setting the cloth into the machine, applying the soap 
to moisten the cloth, watching the operation and removing the cloth when 
«sufiiciently full. He is more than a machine tender, therefore, and must 
understand what is taking place and how to regulate it. He must apply 
the proper quantity of soap, see that the cloth is not too dry or too 
soapy after it has been running awhile, watch to see that too much heat 
is not generated and regulate the pressure of the machine so that the 
cloth will be taken up in length and width at the same time, and as 
nearly even as possible. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ability to do ordinary, heavy work. Must understand all 
parts of the process as described above. Must be a very reliable man. 

GENERAL WORKER, FEMALE GLARE 

As follows: Coverer, light work; Doubler; Drop- wire operator; Harness 

cleaner; Leaser; Measurer; Paperer, light work; Porcupine cleaner; 

Scrubber; Waste picker. 
Description: The duties are to tend simple machines, scrub, and to do 

such work as is indicated by the occupational name or such other work 

as does not require a long period of training. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 
Schooling: She should be able to read and write. 
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GEITEBAL WOBKER, MALE 0LA88 

As follows : Bobbin boy ; Card feeder ; Cloth winder ; Coverer, heavy work ; 
Dolly tender ; Drug man ; Duster tender ; Dye mixer ; Extractor tender ; 
Billing carrier ; Leaser ; Measurer ; Opener tender ; Paperer, heavy work ; 
Quill boy ; Scrubber ; Scutcher tender ; Sweeper ; Top carrier ; Trucker ; 
Washer tender; Waste picker; Weigher, worsted drawing. 

Description: The duties are too look after the operation of simple machines, 
truck, sweep, and to do such other work as is indicated by the occupa- 
tional name or such other work as does not require a long period of 
training. 

Quallfioations: Ordinary strength and ability. 

Schooling: He should be able to read and write. 

6ILL-B0Z TENDEB. (See Tender, giU-boz.) 

GBIHDEB, CABD GLAZE 

Kindred Occupation: Card grinder, cotton. 

Description: The card grinder sharpens the fine teeth on the various cylin- 
ders of the cards with a machine, and adjusts them so that the teeth 
will be the correct distance apart to work the stock properly. He also 
examines the card for worn-out parts. Men are always employed. 

Qualiflcations: Should have mechanical ability and intelligence higher than 
that of the average worker. The setting or adjusting of the card re- 
quires a responsible and careful man. Considerable experience is neces- 
sary to learn how to grind teeth and set the card. Must thoroughly 
understand the construction of the card. 

HABDEB-IH HATCH 

Kindred Occupation: Hander-in, cotton. 

Description: The hander-in aids the drawer-in by hooking the warp ends 
upon the hook as the drawer-in inserts it. This Is done only in the 
case of a warp with a pattern. The hander-in follows the order of 
threads as indicated by a diagram made by the designing department. 
The work is light and requires little skill, leading eventually to the 
work of drawer-in. Women are employed. 

Qnaliiications: Must have good eyesight for colors. 

HABKESS CLEAKEB. (See General worker, female.) 

HABKESS MAN HATH 

Kindred Occupation: Harness man, cotton. 

Description: The harness man is charged with the care of the harness 
and reeds of the loom. He must clean, examine, and repair them, and 
where the style of cloth requires a change in the heddles, he must make 
this change. All the work can be done either sitting or standing, is 
comparatively light, and is frequently done by the older men. 

Qualiflcations: Ordinary strength and ability. Considerable experience in 
work with the harness is required; some mechanical ability. 

HABNESS BAISEB. {See Baiser, harness.) 

IKSPEGTOB INGTJB 

Description: The inspector examines cloth on an inspecting frame for any 
imperfections in dyeing, and returns cloth not properly dyed, for redyeing. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. A knowledge of dyeing 
processes. 
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JOINER. (See Spinner, mule, assistant.) 

LEASEE. (See General worker, female; General worker, male.) 

LOOM FIXER. (See Fixer, loom.) 

MARKER MILK 

Description: The marker embroiders numbers along the end of the piece 
of cloth showing the style, date of weave, and other identification num- 
bers. She uses a power-driven sewing machine, with an embroidery at- 
tachment. The marker is usually a girl. The work is light and the 
operative sits at her work. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Should be able to run a 
power sewing machine. 

Schooling: Should be able to read and write. 

MEASURER. (See General worker, female; General worker, male.) 
MIDDLE- ALLEY MAN. (See Alley man, middle.) 

MIXING- PICKER TENDER. (See Tender, mixing-picker.) 

MULE SPINNER. (See Spinner, mule.) 

OILER ORE 

Kindred Occupation: Oiler, cotton. 

Description: The oiler makes regular trips around the room, oiling the 
different parts according to some regular scheme, as determined by the 
overseer. Oilers, usually have some further duties, such as cleaning the 
overhead pulleys, ))elts, shafting, etc. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability; reliability. 

OPENER TENDER. {See General worker, male.) 

OPERATOR, DROP- WIRE. (See General worker, female.) 

OVERSEER, CARDING ONLY 

Description: Oversees work of carder, card stripper, card grinder, and 

mixing and oiling tender. 
Qualifications: Greater than average ability. Experience in the lower posi- 
tions. 
Schooling: Common school. 

OVERSEER, COMBING (WORSTED) ONYX 

Description: Oversees work of carding, of the gill-box tender, preparlng-box 
tender, comber and drawing-frame tender. 

Qualifications: Greater than average ability. Experience in the lower posi- 
tions. 

Schooling: Common schooL 

OVERSEER, DYEING OOZE 

Description: The occupation of boss dyer is primarily one calling for the 
exercise of trade knowledge rather than the supervision of a large 
department. The boss dyer has complete responsibility for the dye 
mixing, matching shades to secure proper colors, and dyeing the wool, 
yarn, or fabric to the required color. Men are always employed. 
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Qualifieationf : Ordinary strength and higher than average ability. Trade 
knowledge. He must understand the chemistry and properties of dyes, 
the use of mordants, acids, salts, etc., to set the colors, the effects of 
both in fabrics, and the technical ways of handling the process to get 
the desired result. 

Schooling: Common school, and some knowledge of chemistry. 

OVEBSEE&, FIHISHnra OPAL 

Description: The overseer of the finishing department, or the boss finisher, 
like the dyer. Is usually the only expert in his department. He must 
know all the processes in his department, and how to get the particular 
finish desired. The arrangement of the process to secure a desired finish 
and the Judgment as to a proper finish are in his hands alone. He 
oversees the work of the inspectors, the fuller, washer tender, crabber 
tender, and various other machine tenders, in the wet and dry finishing 
processes. Men are always employed. . 

Qualiiicatioiif : Higher than average ability. Experience in the lower posi- 
tions. 

Schooling: Common school. 

OVEBSEEB, GENERAL OPSV 

Descrlptioii: Overseers are men in charge of departments. They are re- 
sponsible directly to the superintendent Overseers are not only experts 
in the processes that come directly under their supervision but have 
rather complete knowledge of all processes in the mill, for a man can not 
do satisfactory work In one department unless he knows its relation 
to the other departments. Overseers understand thoroughly all the 
machines in their departments, and are able to direct changes and re- 
pairs on them. Overseers are sometimes called bosses — as boss carder, 
boss weaver, etc. In most of the departments the poc^tion is primarily 
executive. In the case of the dyeing or finishing departments, however, 
it has more of a technical character, as there the overseer is the only 
expert in. the process requiring trade knowledge. Men are always em- 
ployed. 
Qualifications: Higher than average ability. £2xperience in the lower posi- 
tions. 
Schooling: Common schooL 

OYEBSEE&, SOBTIHG OPEBA 

Description: Oversees work of wool sorter, duster tender, washer tender, 

drier tender, burr-picker tender, and carbonizer. 
Qualifications: Higher than average ability; experience in lower positions. 
Schooling: Common school. 

OYEBSEEB, SPINNING OPINE 

Description: Oversees work of frame spinner, mule spinner; and twister 

tender, and all minor help. 
Qualifications: Higher than average ability; experience in lower positions. 
Schooling: Common school. 

OYEBSEEB, WARP PBEPABATION OPIXTH 

Description: Oversees work of winder tender, reeler, spooler, dresser tender, 

slasher tender, and beamer. 
Qualifications: Higher than average ability; experience in lower positions. 
Schooling: Common school.

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OVERSEE&, WEAVING OPTIC 

Description: Oversees work of drawer-in, hander-in, weaver, loom fixer, 

harness man, and subsidiary helpers. 
Qualifications: Higher than average ability; experience in lower positions. 
Schooling: Ck>mmon school. 

PAGKEB PLAIN 

Description: The packer places the wrapped cuts in packing cases and nails 
on the covers. He also trucks the cases into the shipping room or 
warehouse and labels packages or cases. This is heavy work and re- 
quires a strong man. 

Qualifications: Strength for heavy work and ability to check goods. 

PAPEBER. (See General worker, female; General worker, male.) 

PEBGHEB PLAINT 

Description: The percher is one of the most important employees in the 
finishing process of the mill. He draws the cloth over the perch so that 
as he pulls it down it passes between him and the light, and examines it 
closely for Imperfections. Where it can be remedied, he indicates it and 
sends it to the proper person. Where it can not be remedied he desig- 
nates it as seconds or remnants. Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and Intelligence above the average. Keen 
eyesight. Must have had experience in examining cloth, so as to under- 
stand the weave and structure of various fabrics. Must be dependable 
and a high-class man. 

PICKER, WASTE. {See Ckneral worker, female; General worker, male.) 

PIECE DYER. {See Tender, vat, piece dyeing.) 

PIEGER PLAN 

Kindred Occupation: Piecer, cotton. 

Description: The piecer is a specialized spinner's helper, Whose duty it is 
to help in piecing up or joining the ends of the roving. Also helps in 
doffing the spun yarn and placing empty bobbins on the splndies for a 
new doff. Men, boys, and women are employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and mechanical ability. 

PORCUPINE CLEANER. (See General worker, female.) 
PREPARING-BOZ TENDER. {See Tender, preparing-box.) 

PRESSER PLANET 

Description: The presrer places the cloth between heavy iron plates or 

cylinders. 
Qualifications: He must be strong and must know how to read the steam 

gauge and how to work the machine. 
Schooling: Must be able to read and write. 

PUNCH-BOX TENDER. {See Tender, punch-box.) 

QUILL BOY. {See Ckneral worker, male.) 

RAISER, HARNESS RAZE 

Description: The harness raiser inspects the harness in the loom after a 

new warp has been put in. He checks up the work of the drawer-in 

to see that the threads of the pattern are in their proper places. This 
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is important work in the case of pattern weaving, as it is the final 
check, and mistakes not found here will spoil the weave. The work is 
light and Intermittent. Men are always employed. 
Qnallfioations: Must be able to distinguish colors In yarn. Considerable 
experience as drawer-in or weaver. Should have the same qualifications 
as the weaver. Must understand fabrics and patterns and know when 
threads of the pattern are drawn in properly. 

BEELEB BAZOB 

Deforlptlon: The reeler transfers yam from bobbins or spools to skeins. 
She uses a machine* upon which she puts the bobbins or spools and. 
which winds the skein and measures it with an automatic measuring 
device. When the skein is wound, she must take it from the frame 
upon which it has been wound and tie the ends together, marking the 
place where it is tied and then start a new skein winding. She must 
oil and clean the machine. The chief responsibility is to see that the 
yarn does not break and to tie up broken ends. Women or girls are 
usually employed. They stand at their work and are kept pretty busy. 

Qnalificationf : Worker must be able to stand constantly and have average 
strength. 

SCBUBBEB. {See General worker, female; Oeneral worker, male.) 

SCUTCHEB TEHBEB. {See General worker, male.) 

SECOND BALLEB. {See Tender, punch-box.) 

SECOND HAND, GENEBAL SLAU 

Description: Second hands are assistants to the overseers. The work of 

the second hand is supervisory. He must see that the employees do 

their work and do it properly ; he plans the work and places the workers. 

The second hand is usually responsible for having the work come off the 

machines according to the specifications called for. Orders for changes 

are issued through him and important changes or repairs of machinery 

are made by him or under his immediate supervision. Men are always 

employed. 

Qualificationf: Some executive ability; experience in the various processes. 

Schooling: Common school. 

SECOND HAND, GENEBAL SLAU 

Description: Section hands are men in supervisory positions directly un- 
der the second hands. They have charge of certain sections in which 
they must supervise the workers and see that the work comes off prop- 
erly. An important part of the work of a section hand is fixing, i. e., 
making repairs and changes in machinery. They inspect the machinery 
to see that no parts are worn out or missing and that the machines 
are properly oiled and cleaned. The work of a section hand and that of 
a fixer are practically the same. Where the work of supervision pre- 
dominates, he is called a section hand; where the fixing is important 
and supervision incidental, he is called a fixer. Men are always em- 
ployed. 
Qualifications: Some executive and mechanical ability; experience in the 

various processes. 
Schooling: Common schooL 
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SEWE& SLAP 

Description: The sewer corrects imperfect places in the cloth by weaving 
in the yarn with a needle just as the loom would have done it She 
sits at a low perch and draws the cloth over it, looking for places 
marked by the inspector. This is fine work, especially in the case of 
colored yarns in fancy weaving. It is light and clean, being one of the 
most agreeable occupations in the mill for girls. Women are always 
employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability; good eyesight; dexterity. 

SHEAEER SLASH 

Description: The shearer guides the cloth through the shearing machine. 

He starts and stops his machine. Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: He must be capable of feeding the machine, oiling, and mak- 
ing minor repairs ; must be a careful worker. 

SIZE MAKER SLATE 

Kindred Occupation: Size maker, cotton. 

Description: The size maker prepares the "size" or solution for giving 
added strength to the warp yarn. He must measure and put in ingre- 
dients (but does not determine kind or amount), and see that they boll 
the proper length of time. He must keep his apparatus in repair. Men 
are always employed. The work is disagreeable and requires a great 
deal of cleaning to be done. 

Qualifications: Ordinary ability and carefulness. 

Schooling: Ability to read and write. 

SKEIH DYER. (See Tender, vat, skein dyeing.) 

SLASHER TENDER. (See Tender, slasher.) 

SOAKING-TANK ILAN SLAW 

Description: The soaking-tank man runs the chemical liquid into the tank 

for carbonizing, and puts in and takes out wool when it has been In the 

required length of time. The chief responsibility is to keep the wool in 

the liquor the proper length of time. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

SORTlBR, WOOL SLED 

Description: The wool sorter is one of the really skilled workere in textile 
manufacturing. He takes the fleeces as they are unpacked and divides 
each one according to the grades of the wool contained in it, since 
there are several grades of wool in any one fleece. He judges the differ- 
ent grades of wool by the length of flber and the look and feel of the 
wool. This work is. done mostly by men, but a few women are also 
employed. It is light, but somewhat dusty, and subjects the worker to 
danger of infection with anthrax. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Several years of experience 
are necessary to be able to tell the different grades of wool by sight 
and feel. 

SFECXER SLEEP 

Description: The work of the specker is very similar to that of the burler. 
She picks specks or pieces of vegetable matter out of the cloth, usually 
after the piece has been dyed. Women are employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. She must understand the 
fabric and how to take out specks. 

Schooling: 
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SPINKEK, CAP nAXZ SLEET 

Kindred Occupations: Spinner, mule» wool ; Spinner, ring frame, cotton. 
Description: The cap frame spinner tends the operation of the cap spin- 
ning frame. The principal duties are to " set in roving " or place bobbins 
of drawing to be spun, to piece up broken ends, and clean the frames. 
The work is light but keeps one on the feet constantly. Spinners may 
be either men or women. 
Qiiblifications: Strength and intelligence. It requires some time to acquire 
the deftness necessary to piece ends quickly and properly. 

rnHHEA, mrLE slice 

Kindred Occapations: Spinner, cap framcf, wool; Spinner, mule, cotton. 

Description : The mule spinner converts the drawing into yarn. He has full 
charge of the operation of the spinning mule, and oils, cleans, and makes 
minor repairs on it. The routine duties in the spinning are "setting in 
roving," that is, placing the spools of drawing on the mule; piecing up 
ends, doffing or removing the spools of spun yarn. Though his assistants 
do most oi the work, he is responsible for it and directs them. Be- 
cause of the mechanical skill and long term of apprenticeship required, 
men are always employed. 

QualilLcations: Ordinary strength and considerable mechanical ability. 
From one to two years of- apprenticeship is necessary to learn the mecha- 
nism of the mule and the operation of spinning. 

spunf EK, mrLE, assistant slick 

Description: The assistant mule spinner is practically the apprentice, and 
as such must assist the spinner in all the operations. Men are always 
employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and mechanical ability. He should have 
had a few months' experience as piecer, doffer, and back boy. Since 
he is learning to be a mule spinner, he should have the qualifications 
necessary for that work. 

SPONGEK SLIDE 

Description: The ^)onger guides the cloth through a steaming machine. 
This work is not heavy, but requires the operator to regulate^ the ma- 
chine in accordance with the* cloth parsing through it. Men are always 
employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

SPOOLER TENDER. {See Tender, spooler.) 

STRIPPER, CARD SLINO 

Kindred Occupation: Stripper, card, cotton. 

Description: Usually two men work together in stripping the cards. They 
remove the fibers, dust, lint, and other foreign substances from the teeth 
of the card cylinders. This is done by hand with a brush, which is the 
only thing to differentiate it from card stripping in cotton mills, 'vhich is 
done by machine. This is dusty, dirty, and rather hard work. Men are 
always employed. 

Qualifications: Oood strength and intelligence. 

SWEEPER. {See General worker, male.)

TEAZLEB • TIKE 

Description: The teazler guides the cloth through the machine. He must 

regulate the machine in accordance with the cloth passing through it. 

Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: He must be physically strong and be able to stand wet work. 

TENDER, BACK WASHEE (WORSTED) TIHQE 

Description: The back washer tender prepares the washing liquor and runs 
the ends of the sliver of wool through it and over a dryer. He must 
supply full cans or balls of sliver as they run out. Must see that ends 
are running in properly, are thoroughly dried, and do not break. Must 
oil and clean his machine. The work is not heavy, but is wet Men and 
women are employed. 
Qualification!: Ordinary strength and ability. Must be a fairly resi)onsible 
operator. 

TENDER, REAMER (WARP) TINT 

Kindred Occupation: Beamer tender, cotton. 

Description: The warp beamer tender winds the warp from the spools 
on to the beam. Her duty is to watch for broken ends and |ie them, 
and to break out poor spots in the yarn. She does not change the 
spools nor the beam and the machine «tops automatically. She must 
start the new threads on an empty beam. She must clean and oil her 
own machine. Women are employed almost exclusively. 

Qualifications: Ordinary health and strength. 

TENDER, RTJRR PICKER TINY 

Kindred Occupation: Picker tender, cotton. 

Description: The burr picker tender has complete charge of the operation 
of burr picking. He does not usually have to feed the machine. The 
most important duty is to remove the burrs and shlves and keep the 
teeth of the cylinder clean. He must oil the picker frequently. The 
work is not hard, but there Is some danger from belts. Men are always 
» employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. He must understand the 
machine and must have learned how to adjust the parts. 

TENDER, CARD. (See Tender, finisher.) 

TENDER, GOMRER (WORSTED) TIP 

Kindred Occupation: Ck)mb tender, cotton. 

Description: The comber tender tends a machine which is used in the mak- 
ing of worsted yarn to lay the fibers in the yam parallel. Though the 
machine is complicated, the duties are simple. The tender must put on 
new balls of sliver and draw the ends through the conductor which feeds 
them into the comb. When a can is full of combed " tops " he removes it 
and sets on an empty can: He has to watch to see that ends are feeding 
tip all right and piece the sliver if it breaks. This is not very hard 
work. Men or women are employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 
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TEITDEK, CRABBER TIRE 

Description: The crabber tender is in charge of the operation which shrinks 
the cloth. His duties are to heat the water to the proi)er temi)erature, 
to guide the cloth evenly on the cylinder of the machine, and when it Is 
sufficiently heated, to run the cloth onto a roll or into folds. The worli is 
not very hard, but requires constant attention. Men are always em- 
ployed, as the work is very heavy. 
Qualificationf : Ordinary strength and ability. 

TEHBEB, DRAWING FRAME (WORSTED) TITHE 

Kindred Occupation: Drawing-frame tender, cotton. 

Desoriptiom: In all of the drawing operations the duties are practically the 
same. The tender must place all bobbins of drawing in the creel and 
•* doff " or take off the drawing. The latter Is a fairly complicated opera- 
tion. The tender must also watch for broken ends and piece them when 
they occur. Must oil and clean the machines. The work is not hard and 
does not require constant attention. Both men and women are employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

TENDER, DRESSER TITLE 

Description: The dresser tender is one of the important workers in a 
woolen and worsted milL His task is to prepare the warp for the weave 
room. He sets up the spools of yarn in the creel, counts out the threiids 
of the pattern in the warp, and attends to winding these threads on the 
loom beam. He must "take a lease," that is, separate by a string or 
rod the alternate threads of the warp. The important part of the opera- 
tion is to pick out threads of the patterns properly, and have all the 
threads at an even tension in winding. When the warp is sized, that is, 
coated with starch to strengthen the yarn, he must put the size into the 
size box and run the warp tlu*ough' it. He must oil and clean his ma- 
chine. When picking the pattern and tying in he may sit, but at all 
other times is on his feet. Frequently he has a helper. Men are always 
employed. 
Qualifications: He must have average strength, and must be able to dis- 
tinguish colors of yarn readily. He should be a competent, careful, and 
reliable man, having had experience as helper, or working under close 
supervision. He must have skill in the various operations of picking 
the pattern, tying the ends, and keeping proper tension on the yarn. 
Schooling: Should be able to read. 

TENDER, DRIER TOAST 

Description: The drier tender's chief duty is to regulate the temperature 
in the drier and the speed of the feeding apron. He does not have to 
handle the stock. Must constantly feel of the wool to see that It is 
being thoroughly dried, but not scorched. Must care for the machine, 
oiling and cleaning it when necessary. This is a responsible operation. 
The work is light but hot. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. He must be able to tell the 
condition of the wool by feeling of it. 

TENDER, DUSTER. (See General worker, male.) 

TENDER, EXTRACTOR. {See General worker, male.) 
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TENDER, FINISHEE TOCSIl!! 

Kindred Occupation: Card tender, cotton. 

Description: The finisher tender is responsible for the running of tlie 
cards. He starts and stops them when necessary and is stationed at 
the delivery end to watch the ends of roving as they come from the 
condenser. He must see that the roving is coming off in an even, round 
strand, free from twists, and mend it when it breaks. Men and women 
are employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Must know how to run a 
set of cards and know when the roving is not up lo standard. 

TENDER, GILI-BOX (WORSTED) TOII. 

Description: There are many types of gill boxes, but the duties of the 
tenders are largely the same. They keep the sliver of wo<:il fed up to 
the machine and " doff " or take away full cans or balls of gilled sliver. 
Tliey must piece the ends of the sliver when it breaks. Must also keep 
machines oiled and cleaned. The work is not hard, but operatives are 
on their feet constantly. Men or women are emplojred. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

TENDER, MIXING-PICKER TOKEN 

Description: The mixing-picker tender has the care and operation of the 
mixing picker. He controls the starting and stopping and regulates the 
supply of oil which is mixed with the wool. He Is responsible for run- 
ning the wool through the picker the required number of times. There 
is usually a helper who feeds the wool into the machine. The operative 
works on his feet all the time. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. He must know how to opev- 
ate the machine and how often to run the wool through the picker. 

TENDER, FREPARING-BOX (WORSTED) TOLL 

Description: The preparing-box tender operates a machine much like thf 
gill box, and the duties of this work are practically the same: To keep 
the sliver of wool fed up to the machine and take away full cans of 
gilled sliver, to piece broken ends, and to oil and clean machines. Men 
and women are employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

tend;er, punch-box (worsted) tomtom 

Description: The punch-box tender runs a machine which combines a 
certain number of slivers into one and winds it into a ball. He must 
set up the balls or cans of sliver, lead the required number of ends 
through the guide eye, and start them winding on the bobbin. When 
the ball is wound on the bobbin, he takes it out and starts another. 
These operatives are usually men. The work is not hard but keeps the 
operative on his feet constantly. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

TENDER, SCUTCHER. (See General worker, male.) 

TENDER, SLASHER TON 

Kindred Occupation: Slasher tender, cotton. 

Description: The slasher tender is more responsible than most textil?? 
machine tenders. He prepares the yam for the weavhig by strengthening 
it with a coat of " size " or starch so that It will not be chaie<l by the 
loom. The yarn is run from one beam to another through the size and 
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over a steam heated drum to dry it. The tender's duty is to see that 
the yarn is unwinding properly, that there is sufficient size of the 
proper consistency, that the yarn is dry but not l^urned, that it is not 
caked with hard size, that the tension is just enough and that it is wind- 
ing properly on the loom beam. He must also put in the back beam and 
take out the loom beams when full. This is responsible and skilled work. 
Men are employed exclusively, because the work is very hot and heavy. 

Qualifications: Good strength for heavy work and ability to stand heat. 
He should be a competent, careful man, and nave had nine months to 
a year as slasher tender's helper. I^iust understand enough about steam 
to keep the right pressure in the cylinder. Must be able to tell by feel 
when the yarn is dry. 

Schopling: Common school. 

TEHBEK, SPOOLER TONAL 

Kindred Occnpation: Spooler tender, cotton. 

Description: The spooler tender tends the machine which winds the yarn . 
on spools from bobbins. The principal duty is to tie up ends, but when 
spooling worsted yarn, she must watch the yarn for imperfect places. 
She must tie in the ends of new bobbins and take off the spools when 
filled, take out imperfect places in the yarn and tie the ends. Those 
workers who inspect the yarn while spooling sit at their machines. 
Those who do not inspect stand most of the time. The work requires 
constant attention. Women are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

TBHDEK, TWISTER (WORSTED) TONE 

Description: The twister tender operates a machine which twists several 
plies of yam together. The duties are to set in the spools of yarn to 
be twisted, to take off full bobbins, start the yarn on empty ones, and 
tie ends when they break. The work is not heavy, but requires the opera- 
tive to stand constantly. This work is usually done by girls over 18 
years. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and intelligence; ability to tie a knot 
well and rapidly. 

TENDER, TAT (PIECE DYEING) TONIC 

Description: The vat tender who dyes cloth in the piece is the same grade 
employee as in skein dyeing and does essentially the same work. He 
threads the cloth into the machine, runs the liquor in and out when neces- 
sary, and starts and stops the machine. This is responsible work and re- 
quires constant attention. It is not hard, but the room is damp and 
the floor wet. Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: Must be able to stand heavy and damp work. 

TENDER, TAT (SKEIN DYEING) TONY 

Description: The vat tender in skein dyeing is perhaps a somewhat higher 
grade man than the vat tender in wool dyeing. He puts the skein into 
the machine, runs in the dye liquor or water, and runs them off when 
necessary, starts and stops the machine, and watches its operation. He 
deterniines by the sample when it is sufficiently dyed, but must get 
the approval of the overseer. This is responsible work. The work is not 
hard, but the atmosphere of the room is humid and the floor wet. Men 
are always employed. 

Qualifications: Must be able to stand heavy and damp work. 
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TENBEE, TAT (WOOL DYEING) TOOK 

Description: The vat tender, or kettle man, is a machine operator of me- 
dium grade. He puts the wool into the vat, pours in the dye liquor, turns 
on the steam, and poles the wool with a stick or pole. When wool is 
dyed he takes it out, lets it drain, and draws off the liquor. He must 
also rinse the wool in water. The work requires considerable physical 
effort; the atmosphere is warm, and the floor is wet. It is fairly re- 
sponsible work, although the overseer is the final authority in detei*- 
mining sufllciency of color. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Must be able to stand heavy and damp work. 

TENDER, WASHE2. {See General worker, male.) 

TENDEB, WINDER TOOL 

Description: The winder tender transfers the yam from skein form to 
spools, or vice versa. The task is to set the yarn in the creel, to start 
it winding on the spool or skein, and to take off spool or skein when it 
is wound. She must tie ends when they break. The work is fairly 
exacting^ Young girls over 18 are usually employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Must be able to move about 
rapidly. 

TENDER, WOOL WASHER TOOTH 

Description: The wool washer tender runs the washing or scouring machine 
which cleans the wool. He puts In the scouring liquor and Is responsible 
for the consistency and temperature of it. He must watch the wool to 
keep it from matting or felting. He must draw off the liquor, clean the 
machine, and keep it oiled and in repair. This is a responsible operation, 
and if poorly done can cause much trouble in later processes. The work 
requires little physical effort. Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: Ability to stand damp work. He must know the right con- 
sistency for the scouring liquor and the proper temperature at which 
to keep it 

TOP CARRIER. {See General worker, male.) 

TRUCKER. {See General worker, male.) 

TWISTER-IN TOWN 

Description: The twister-in has been largely replaced by the warp- tying 
machine. The work is to join the ends of the new warp to the ends of 
the old warp so that they can be drawn through the harness and the 
reed. He does this by untwisting each end slightly and twisting both 
ends together. The work is not difficult, but requires a considerable 
knack to twist the ends rapidly. Men are employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary health and strength. Manual dexterity. 

TWISTER TENDER. {See Tender, twister.) 

▼AT TENDER. {See Tender, Tat.) 

WASHER TENDER. {See General worker, male.) 

WASTE PICKER. {See General worker, female; General worker, male.) 
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WEAYE2 WEAKER 

Kindred Oecupation: Weaver, cotton. 

Description: The weaver operates the loom which produces cloth from 
warp and filling. The weaver watches the cloth carefully as it is woven 
and changes the filling in the shuttles as it runs out, also pieces up 
threads that break in the warp. In some cases a weaver must oil and 
clean his own loom. On mactiines other than the automatic the chief 
duty is changing the filling, that is, putting fresh bobbins into the empty 
shuttles and starting the shuttles in the machine. The work is light, but 
requires the worker to be on his feet most of the time. Close attention is 
necessary. Both men and women are employed. 

Qualifications: Must be able to stand on feet most of the time. The weaver 
must be able to tell when cloth is not being woven properly, and know 
how to "pick out" imperfections. 

WEI0HE2, WORSTED DRAWING. (See General worker, male.) 

WINDER, CLOTH. (See General worker, male.) 

WINDER TENDER. {See Tender, winder.) 

WOOL DYER. (See Tender, vat, wool dyeing.) 

WOOL SCOURER. (See Tender, wool washer.) 

WOOL SORTER. (See Sorter, wooL) 

WOOL- WASHER PEEDER. (See Feeder, wool washer.) 

WOOL- WASHER TENDER. {See Tender, wool washer.) 
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ABJtrSTEK, KNITTING MACHINES. (See Fixer.) 

BEADER BBOAB 

Description: In decorating fancy stockings this operator embroiders a bead- 
ing upon the stocking machine. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability; must know when the machine 
Is embroidering properly, and must understand how tightly to stretch the 
fabric to get the best results. 

BLEACHER. (See General worker, male.) 

BOARDER, HAND BROIL 

Description: The boarder shapes the hose by drawing them smoothly over 
boards shaped for the outline of the foot and leg. These boards are 

• piled on racks in a hot box for drying and when dry the stockings are 
stripped, that is, taken off the boards. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Must be able to handle very hot boards in stripping. This 
is vigorous work and requires ability to stand a great deal of heat. Must 
be skillful in drawing stockings smoothly and keeping ribs in straight 
line. 

BOARDER, MACHINE BROOK 

Description: ■ The machine boarder is much less skilled than the hand 

boarder as he simply stretches stockings on a form and the machine 

does the stripping. 
Qnalifieations: Ordinary ability and average strength. Must be able to 

stretch stocking on smoothly. 

BOXER. (See General worker, female; General worker, male.) 
BUDDING-XACHINE OPERATOR. (See Operator, budding machine.) 

BUTTONHOLE MAKER BROOM 

Kindred Occupation: Buttonhole maker, clothing trades. 

Description: The machine buttonhole maker operates a machine which 

automatically cuts and sews the buttonholes, and stops. Women are 

usually employed and men occasionally. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

BUTTON SEWER, MACHINE. (See Sewer, button, machine.) 

BUTTON STAYER. {See Stayer, button.) 

CLEANER, MACHINE COOP 

Kindred Occupation: Oiler, any automatic machinery. 
Description: The machine cleaner takes the machines apart, removes dirt, 
lint, and surplus oil, from the parts, and as far as possible reassembles 

60 
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them. He assists the machine adjuster or knitting machine fixer in every 
possible way and oils the machinery in motion. Men are always em- 
ployed. 
Qnalificationt: He should be careful and responsible, especially about the 
oiling, as too much oil or too little will si)oil the machinery, and there 
is danger of spoiling the fabric with the oil. Since he is in line for 
promotion to fixer or adjuster, he should have much the same qualifica- 
tions of mechanical ability and judgment 

COIXABETTE XAXEB COPE 

Deseriptioii: In order to keep the neck of the garment from stretching 
this operator sews a narrow strip of fabric around the neck with the 
web running counter to the web of the garment. Women are always 
employed. 
Qualiiicatloas: Somewhat greater still than the average, as care must be 
taken not to stretch the neck out of shape. Must have had experience as 
power machine operator. 

CnS>F, HECXBAKD, AHB ARXHOLB BAND OPERATOK. (See Operator, cuff, 
ete.) 

CUTTER, HAKB COPY 

Biindred Occupation: Gutter, hand, clothing. 

Pescriptioa: The cutter is the most responsible worker in the making de- 
partment. She lays out the fabric, marks off the pattern, and with a 
shears or long knife cuts it out. Women are usually employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Must know styles, grades, 
and kinds of knitted fabrics. Must know defects in cloth and how to 
avoid them in cutting. Must be able to lay out the pattern so as to cut 
economically. 

Schooling: Common school. 

GUTTER, ICACHINE CORAL 

Description: Same as for cutter, hand, except that a cutting machine is 

used instead of knife or shears. 
Qualifications: Same as for cutter, hand. 
Schooling: Ck>mmon school. 

CUTTER, NECK CORD 

Description: Sometimes a special worker cuts with the shears the slit 

down the front of the shirt as marked by the neck marker. In small 

plants this is usually done by the cutter. Women are always employed. 

Qualifications: Carefulness and. reliability. Since this worker may work 

up to the cutter's position, she should have the qualifications of a cutter. 

Schooling: Common school. 

CUTTER, RIB CORE 

Description: The knitter has produced a continuous string of ribbed stock- 
ing tops, marked at intervals with a welt to show the exact length of 
each ribbed top. The rib cutter uses a shears or stationary knife to cut 
this string at these marks into stocking tops. Women are always em- 
ployed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. It requires several weeks to 
gain the skill and care necessary to do the work rapidly.

BOtTBLE SEATER AND TAPER SELTE 

Description: This operator uses a two-needle machine to sew a strengthen- 
ing patch on the seat of the drawers and a tape around opening in tlie 
back of the drawers. This is a fairly difficult operation, as a two-needle 
machine is used and patch must be put on to lie right and not spoil 
the shape of garment. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability; should have had experience 
as power sewing machine operator on a double-needle machine. 

DRAWER FINISHER DEMIT 

Description: The operator who finishes up the drawers in any way called 

for, such as sewing on backstraps, waistbands, tape, etc.. Is sometimes 

called drawer finisher. Women are always employed. 
Qnalifications: Should possess somewhat greater adaptability than the 

average, as she may be called on to do a large number of small operations. 

Should have had experience as power sewing machine operator. 

DRIER. {See General worker, male.) 

DYER DEHITB 

Description: The dyer mixes the dyes, supervises the process of soaking 
and drying, and directs his helpers who tend the vats and machines. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Some executive ability. He 
must have some knowledge of the chemistry of dyes. Must be able to 
mix according to formula. Must know the length of time required to 
soak in dyes, and the effect of dyes upon various fabrics. 

Schooling: Common school. Some chemistry. 

EDGER, OVER EQUIP 

Description: This operator uses a machine to bind the edges of cuffs, bot- 
toms, and necks with a special stitch to strengthen them, or keep them 
from raveling. This is a fairly simple stitching operation on a special 
machine called the Merrow machine. Women are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Should have had experi- 
ence as a power machine operator. 

EMBROIDERER ERA 

Description: Fancy stockings are embroidered by hand or by machine with 

clocking or ornamental design. Women are always employed. 
Qualifications: Good eyesight and patience. Ability to operate a power 

sewing machine. The embroiderer must have a knowledge of various 

designs and how to hold fabrics so that embroidery will be neither too 

tight nor too loose. • 

EXAMINER. {See Inspector.) 

EYELETTER ERASE 

Description: When eyelets are put in a garment for a draw string, this 
operator runs a machine which punches metal eyelets or sews an eyelet 
similar to a buttonhole. Women or boys are employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

FACER PIHAL 

Description: The facer sews an extra strip of cloth to strengthen the front 
of the garment on the side where the buttonholes are inserted. Women 
are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength, speed, and dexterity. Must be able to 
operate a power sewing machine. 
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TUnSHEX, "DRAWER, (See Drawer finisher.) 

PINI8HE&, SHELL. (See Shell finisher.) 

FIZEB 7INCH 

Description: The fixer is responsible for adjusting the knitting machinery 
to the kind of work called for, for replacing broken needles, and for 
keeping machinery in running order. Men are always employed. 
Quallficationt: Ordinary strength and ability. He should understand the 
construction of the machinery and how to set the needles and cams for 
varying sizes of work and for different grades of yam. He must be 
able to take out broken parts and replace them with new ones. 

FLXECEB FIND 

Kindred Occupation: Napping machine tender, carpet manufacturing. 
Description: In the making of fleece-lined underwear the fleecer tends the 
complicated machines which raise the nap on the fabric. He must put 
the cloth in, take it out, and tend the operation of the machine. 
Qualifications: This work requires ability to do heavy lifting and the 
mechanical sense and judgment to tend a complicated machine. 

FOLDEK. {See General worker, female.) 

FOLDEB, CUTTINO BOOK. {See General worker, female ( General worker, 
male.) 

FOLDER, PRESSING ROOH. (See General worker, female; General worker, 
male.) 

FOREXAN, UNDERWEAR MAKING FINGER 

Kindred Occupation: Foreman, making room, clothing trades. 

Description: The foreman is the machine adjuster. In addition to his me- 
chanical duties, he has supervision over the maldng of the garments. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and higher than average ability. He 
should know how to adjust power sewing machines and should have 
executive ability to supervise the work of operators and maintain shop 
discipline. 

Schooling: Common school. 

FOREMAN, WASHING AND BLEACHING FINIS 

Kindred Occupation: Foreman, finishing, cotton. 

Description: The foreman supervises and directs the processes of washing 
and bleaching a fabric or yarn. He is the only man in this process 
who has any technical or trade knowledge. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: He should have a slight knowledge of chemistry, so as to be 
able to mix the chemicals for bleaching fluids. He must know proper tem- 
perature for fluids and time required for soaking different types of fab- 
rics. He should have enough mechanical knowledge to make minor re- 
pairs to his machinery, tubs, etc. 

Schooling: Common school. 

FRONT EDGER. (See Edger, over.) 
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GENERAL WORKER, TEMALE GI.ACE 

As follows: iBoxer; Folder; Folder, cutting room; Folder, pressing room; 

Labeler, box; Pairer; Press hand; Stamper; Trimmer, underwear; 

Turner. 
Description: The duties are to fold, trim, stamp goods, and to do such other 

work as is Indicated by the occupational name or such other work as 

does not require a 16ng period of training. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength'and ability. 
Schooling: Should be able to read and write. 

GEHERAL WORKER, ICALE GIVER 

As follows: Bleacher; Boxer; Dryer; Folder, cutting room; Folder, press- 
ing room ; Pairer ; Press hand ; Stamper ; Washer. 
Description: The duties are to feed fabrics into simple machines, fold, 
stamp, wash goods, and to do such other work as is indicated by the occu- 
pational name or such other work as does not require a long period of 
training. 
• Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 
Schooling: Should be able to read and writa 

HEXMER, UNDERWEAR HAST 

Kindred Occupation: Welter, hosiery. 
Description: The hemmer folds in the ed^e of the garment and runs a 

seam, making a hem. Women are always employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Should be able to operate a 

l)0wer sewing machine. Some skill is necessary to keep the fabric 

stretched properly to produce an even hem. 

INSPECTOR IMPLY 

Description: In all knit goods work, the inspecting or examining is largely 
a question of looking for imperfections in the knitting, such as drop 
stitches, of cutting floating threads, and of making sure that seams are 
joined properly. Work is usually, done sitting. Women are always 
employed. 
Qualifications: Good eyesight and reliability. Must have knowledge of how 
particular articles are to look, and know the usual defects in knitted 
fabric. 
Schooling: Common school. 

INSPECTOR, HEAD IKPORT 

Kindred Occupation: Insi)ector. 

Description: Ir. many plants a final in.spector goes over the work of the 
boxers in the packing department and makes a rapid inspection of all 
the work, to pass on the product before It goes to the customer. Men 
or women are employed. 

Qualifications: Intelligence and good judgment; a thorough knowledge of 
the factory standards, of how goods should look as they go to the cus- 
tomer, of styles and qualities of the garment 

Schooling: Common school. 

JOINER JEER 

Kindred Occupation: Joiner, shirt manufacturing. 

Description: This operator joins the fronts and backs of the garment at 

the shoulders. This is one of the most skilled operations on the garment. 

Women are always employed. 
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QnaliHeatlont: Ordinary strength and intelligmioe. Ability to operate a 
power sewing machine. A knowledge of the correct shape of the gar- 
ment and skiU in Joining the parts so as to secure correct shape, and care 
in keeping right side of fabric out 

KmTTEB XEXP 

Desoriptioii: The knitter makes the knitted fabric for stockings, gloves, 
underwear, sweaters, etc., using a circular web machine. The duties 
are practically the same for all types of machines and fabric. The 
knitter puts on the bobbins of yarn, starts the machine and sees that 
the yam is being delivered properly, watches the fabric for defects of 
any kind, stops the machine when it is not running properly and re- 
moves the rolls of knitted fabric when completed. This work is not 
heavy and the worker may sit part of the time, depending on the num- 
ber of machines run. Men and women are employed, but women pre- 
dominate. 

Qualifieationt: Good eyesight and ability to distinguish shades and colors 
of yam. Ability to follow written directions accurately. Carefulness 
in operating a delicately adjusted machine is necessary and some famil- 

• iarity with kinds, grades, and colors of yarn. 

Schooling: Ck)mmon school. 

KHITTEB, BOSS XEN 

Kindred Occupation: Knitter. 

Description: The boss knitter is responsible for the output and the quality 
of the knitted fabric. He must train new workers. He must see that 
bobbins are supplied to knitters and knitted fabric delivered from his 
room. He must see that machines are properly adjusted for the re- 
quired kind of work and kept in constant repair. He has the combined 
duties of a knitter and a fixer. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength. Higher. than average Intelligence. He 
must have had experience as knitter and fixer. Must have executive 
ability to direct work of others and a thorough knowledge of knitting 
processes. Mechanical ability and knowledge of the adjustment of knit- 
ting machinery are necessary. 

Schooling: Common school. 

KNITTER, PINGERER KENT 

Kindred Occupation: Knitter. 

Description: In knitting fingers on gloves only a portion of the knitted 
hand Is transferred to the fingerer at a time, making this knitting 
operation somewhat more difficult than most of the others. The skill 
lies in getting the right number of stitches on the fingerer machine and 
not having missed any when the glove is complete. 

Qualifications: Same as for knitter. 

Schooling: Common school. 

KNITTER, FOOTER KEY 

Kindred Occupation: Knitter. 

Description: The footer is a full-fashioned knitter who tends a machine 
called the footer, which knits the foot of the stocking in full-fashioned 
hosiery. The body of the stocking is transferred to this machine and 
the machine finishes out the foot. He may be required to do his own 
transferring of the leg to the footing machine, but this is frequently 
done by another operator, called the topper. 
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Qualifloationt: Good eyesight and ability to distinguish colors and shades 
of yarn. He must have consida*able mechanical ability in order to 
adjust the delicate machine. He must have some familiarity with kinds, 
grades, and colors of yam. 

Schooling: Common school. 

KNITTEB, FTTLL-FASHIOKEI) KEYED 

Kindred Occupation: Knitter. 

Description: The full-fashioned knitter is the most skilled of the knitters. 
He operates a legging or footing machine which knits the leg or the 
foot of a full-fashioned or knit-to-shape lady's stocking. He puts on 
the bobbins of yarn, starts the machine, and sees that the yarn is being 
delivered properly and watches the fabric for defects of any kind. In 
addition to these duties, which are the same as those of the knitter, 
he must set the needles and adjust the machine to the various kinds of 
work demanded. This work is ordinarily performed by a special fixer 
or by the boss knitter for other knitters. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Good eyesight and ability to distinguish colors and shades 
of yarn. He must have considerable mechanical ability in order to ad- 
just the delicate machine. He must have some familiarity with kinds, 
grades, and colors of yarn. 

Schooling: Ck)mmon school. 

KNITTER, RIB KICK 

Description: The rib knitter tends a ribber or rib frame which knits a 
fabric such as the tops of children's stockings, which is made up of 
alternating single and double lines of web, the double lines being called 
ribs. 
Qualifications: Good eyesight, ability to distinguish shades and colors of 
yarn, and ability to follow written directions accurately. Carefulness 
in operating a delicately adjusted machine is necessary and some famil- 
iarity with kinds, grades, and colors of yarn. 
Schooling: Common school. 

KNITTER, SEAMLESS HOSIERY KID 

Description: The knitter of seamless hosiery tends the machine which knits 
the entire fabric for a stocking. Her duties are the same as knitter, 
general. 
Qualifications: Good eyesight, ability to distinguish shades and colors of 
yarn and to follow written directions accurately. Carefulness in oper- 
ating a delicately adjusted machine is necessary and some familiarity 
with kinds, grades, and colors of yarn. 
Schooling: Common school. 

LABELER LEAD 

Description: An operator with little experience, usually a beginner, sews 
labels in backs of garments. Girls are usually employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Should have had experi* 
ence as power-machine operator. Should have ability to stop the ma- 
chine quickly enough to avoid running off the label. 

Schooling: Common school. 

LABELER, BOK. {See General worker, female.) 
LACE SEWER. {See Sewer, lace.) 
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IiATOVT Gmii. (See Heck marker.) 

I.O0PE& LEAP 

Bescriptioii: Ordinarily, in knitting a seamless stocking, the toe is not 
knitted shut. The looper joins this open toe by placing the corresponding 
opposite loops of the open edges together on a circular series of fine 
needles or quills, stitch by stitch, so that the machine or looper can in- 
close these loops in a perfect joint. This is sometimes done in joining 
the ribbed top of a man's stocking to the knitted foot. When done at 
high speed this work is somewhat exacting. Women are always em- 
ployed, 
dttallfleatioiit: Ordinary ability and good eyesight. Considerable deftness 
and great care are required to get the loops on the right quills when 
working rapidly. 

XOOPER, CinST AHB DRAWER BOTTOK LEAFY 

Desoription: This operator attaches by looping (see Looper) the bottom 
of drawer legs and the cuffs on the sleeves. Women are always em- 
ployed. 
Qualiflcationt: Ordinary strength and ability; deftness. She should have 
had experience as looper on hosiery or underwear. 

MEKDSR, HOSIERY XILD 

Kindred Ocoupation: Mender, underwear. 

Description: The mender repairs defects In hosiery, such as dropped 
stitches or defective looping. Women are always employed. 

Qualifications: Special neatness, carefulness, and accuracy are required 
to take up dropped stitches which are the main defect in hosiery. She 
must understand the construction of hosiery, so as to know how to take 
up the work where the machine left off and complete it so that the 
mend will not be noticeable. 

VENDER, UNDERWEAR ' HILE 

Kindred Occxipatioii: Mender, hosiery. 

Description: The underwear mender has to repair defects which come 
largely from defective operations on the garment. This is the main dif- 
ference between underwear and hosiery mending. She must complete 
defective seams and correct defects in the shape of the garment. Women 
are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability; carefulness and thorough- 
ness. She should understand the construction of the garment. 

XERROWER. {See Edger, over.) 

NAPPER. (See Fleecer.) 

NECX CUTTER. {See Cutter, neck.) 

NECX EDGER. (See Edger, over.) 

NECXER NEAR 

Description: The necker operates a machine which does the same work as 
the neck cutter does by hand in slitting down the front, and in addition, 
stitches the back of the neck on the inside to preserve the shape. Women 
are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength; speed and dexterity. Special careful- 
ness in placing the garment, as an incorrect cut will spoil it. She should 
have had experience as a power machine operator. 
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NECK XAKKER HEAT 

Description: In large plants a special worker marks the ontline of the 
neck with chalk or stamps It according to a prepared pattern. In small 
plants this is done by the cutter. 

Qualifications: Ordinary ability and carefulness in following the pattern. 

OILER. (She Cleaner, machine.) 

OPEBATOB, BTTDDING MACHINE OHEN 

Kindred Occupation: Bar tacker, suit industry. 

Description: Ends of seams or corners are tacked by this operator with 

an extra series of stitches somewhat similar to buttonhole stitches, to 

give greater strength. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and intelligence. Ability to operate a 

I)ower sewing machine. 

OPERATOR, CUFF, NECKBAND, AND ARMHOLE BAND ON 

Description: The operator attaches cuffs to the sleeve and sews bands in 
the neck and armhole to keep the shape of the garment at those places. 
Women are always employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. She should be able to oper- 
ate a power machine. She must know how to shape neck or armhole 
and know the final shape of the garment. 

OVER EDOER. (See Edger, over.) 

FAIRER. {See General worker, female; General worker, male.) 

PRESSER PLAID 

Description: For underwear and hosiery, the pressor's duties are much 
the same. He must put articles between pressing boards and place 
them in a hydraulic press or in a pressing machine of some kind, and 
remove them when pressed. Primarily a man's occupation, although 
women are often press hands or helpers. 

Qualifications: Good intelligence, average strength, speed in working, and 

ability to stand considerable heat. 

» 

PRESS HAND. {See General worker, female; General worker, male.) 
RIB CTTTTEB. {See Cutter, rib.) 

ROLLER RAW 

Description: In order to get the tubular fabric into an even roll, this 
operator feeds the fabric into a machine which rolls it into an even 
roll. He merely watches to see that the fabric is rolling evenly, and 
takes off the finished roll. 

Qualifications: Ordinary ability and sufficient strength to handle heavy 
rolls of fabric. 

SEAHER SIZE 

Kindred Occupation: Plain sewing. 
Description: Any parts of the garment which must be joined are seamed 

together by this operator, except the shoulder joining, which is usually 

done by a separate operator. 
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Qualifleatioiit: Intelligence and considerable adaptability to various kinds 
of work. She must have had experience as power sewing machine 
operator; she must know how the garment should look, how to hold 
parts so as to preserve the shape, how to keep right side up, and how to 
discriminate between rights and lefts. 

8EA1CEB, COYER SKEIN 

Betoriptioii: This operator goes over the seams of the garment with a ma- 
chine which flattens the seam and binds it down. This is one of the least 
skilled machine operations, since it is only necessary to follow a previ-' 
ously made seam. Women are always employed. 
QxtaUfloations: Ordinary strength and ability. She must have had experi- 
ence as power machine operator. 

SEAXER, FTTLL-PASHIONED HOSIERY SKID 

Description^ The full-fashioned stocking has been knit as a shaped, flat 
piece. The seamer Joins it into a complete stocking by running a seam 
up the sole of the foot and the back of the stocking. Women are always 

. employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. She should be able to oper- 
ate a power sewing machine. 

SEWER, BUTTON, MACHINE SKIPF 

Kindred Occupation: Sewer, button, clothing trades. 

Description: This operator sews buttons on the garment with an automatic 
machine, placing the button and garment in the exact position, and start- 
ing the machine. The machine sews the button on and stops automati- 
cally. Women are usually employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Great care is necessary in 
placing the button so that the needle will not strike It and break. 

SEWER, LACE SKILL 

Description: Where there is a lace edge on a garment, the pieces of lace are 
cut to a predetermined length, and this operator sews them on garments, 
stretching the garment to fit the piece of lace. This operation requires 
considerable skill to know how to distribute the stretching of the gar* 
ment evenly. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Must have had experience 
as power sewing machine operator. 

SHELL FINISHER SKIH 

Description: For purposes of ornamentation, this operator puts a special 
stitch around the edge of the neck with silk thread. Women are always 
employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. She should have had expe- 
rience as power sewing machine operator. 

STAKPER. (See General worker, female; General worker, male.) 

STAYER, BUTTON SKIUP 

Description: In order to strengthen goods where buttons will be sewed, 
this operator sews a strip of cloth to the garment. This Is a simple 
stitching operation. Women are always employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. She must have had expe- 
rience as power sewing machine operator. 
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STBAPPSB SKIP 

Description: The strapper makes and sews straps for suspenders on men*s 
drawers. This kind of work is often done by a drawer finisher. Women 
are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. She should have had expe- 
rience as a power sewing machine operator. Ability to do plain sewing. 

TOPFEB TICK 

Description: The topper changes the stockings from one of the machines 
to another when a different operation is to be done. For example, she 
puts the ribbed top on the machine which knits the remainder of the leg 
and foot, or in full-fashioned hosiery transfers the fabric from the leg- 
ging machine to the footing machine. The operation is performed in 
seamless hosiery by placing the rib, stitch for stitch, upon a quill ring 
containing the same number of steel quills as the machine has needles, 
and in the case of full-fashioned hosiery transferring the flat fabric to a 
straight transfer bar. Since the footing machine has fewer needles than 
the rib machine, the topper must double up by putting two stitches of 
the rib on one quill. Though tedious the work is not exacting. Always 
done by girls. 

Qualifications: Grood eyesight, patience, and extreme carefulness. 

TRimCEB, VKDERWEAB. (See General worker, female.) 

TURNER. (See General worker, female.) 

WASHER. (See General worker, male.) 

WELTER WAXY 

Kindred Occupation: Hemmer, underwear. 
Description: The welter turns in the top of a Iady*s stocking and sews 

a hem or welt on a special sewing machine which uses an overlock 

stitch. This is an ordinary sewing machine operation. Women are 

always employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Must be able to run a power 

sewing machine. 

WELTER, UNDERWEAR. (See Hemmer, underwear.) 

WIDENER WAY 

Description: After the fabric has been bleached and dried it is sometimes 
necessary to make it a uniform width. The widener feeds it into a 
machine which brings it to uniform width. He tests the width with a 
measuring stick and adjusts the machine to secure correct width. 
Qualifications: Good. intelligence and judgment Must know how to adjust 
the machine to secure proper results. 

WINDER WEAK 

Kindred Occupations: Winder, wool; Winder, cotton. 

Description: The winder prepares the yarn for the knitter by transferring 
it from the form in which it comes from the yarn mill to evenly wound 
bobbins. This is really a process of examining the yarn while it is re- 
wound. The winder puts the yarn on the winding machine, starts it 
winding on the bobbin, watches for defects or knots, which slie takes 
out, and when the full bobbin is wound takes it off the machina This 
operator is usually a woman. The work is not heayy, and she may sit 
part of the time. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. €k>od eyesi^t. Must have 
a knowledge of defects in the yam and of the proper tension at which 
to wind. 
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ABMHOXE BASTSK. (See Batter, armhole.) 

BACX XAZEB, PAHTS BUDGE 

Description: The back maker is a fairly important machine operator in 
the processes of making the pants, joining the back pieces of the pants 
at the back and in the crotch. In making military breeches the back 
maker also makes the culls, stitches the V-opening» at the knees and sews 
a tongue to each cuff. This operator is usually a full-fledged pants 
maker, or pants operator, able to do anything connected with making a 
pair of pants. The importance of the operation is that it has to do with 
making the shape of the pants. Men and women are employed. 
Qnalificatloiit: Ordinary strength and ability. Must be able to operate a 
power sewing machine. At least a year is required to develop a full- 
fledged pants operator. 

BACK XAXEB, TEST BVQQY 

Deteription: The back maker is a machine operator who stitches together 

the pieces of the inside and outside lining of the vest, makes and sews 

on the buckle strap, and finishes up the back of the vest complete. 

This is not a difficult operation but a fairly responsible one. Men and 

women are employed. 
Salifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Must be able to operate a 

power sewing machine. 

BAB TACKEB BUILT 

Description: The bar tacker operates a special automatic machine, which 
sews a short row of stitches, similar to buttonhole stitches, and auto- 
matically stops. This operation is for the purpose of strengthening the 
edges of pocket welts and the comers of pockets or seams. The same 
operation, when done by hand, is called " tacking." Men and women are 
employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Ability to operate a power 
sewing machine. 

BASTER, ARXHOLE BEND 

Description: The armhole baster is a specialized baster who puts in the 
padding of the coat at the shoulder and bastes the lining to the coat 
at the shoulder. The important part of this operation is the -proper 
placing of the padding so as not to spoil the shape of the coat. Men 
and women are employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

BASTEB, CANVAS BXTLGE 

Description: The canvas baster receives the canvas padding from the 

canvas maker and bastes it to the front of a coat to stiffen and pad it. 

Considerable care is necessary not to spoil the shape of the coat. Men 

and women are employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 
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BASTER, CROTCH PIECE, PANTS BULK 

Desoription: The crotch-piece baster has an Important part In the shaping 
of the pants. The operation consists of basting the crotch pieces onto 
the two back and two front parts of the pants. Men and women are 
employed. 

Qualillcations: Ordinary strength and ability. 

BASTER, EDGE BUNCH 

D«sorlptioiL: After the edge of the coat has been stitched and the coat has 
been turned, the edge baster bastes the edge of the coat so that when a 
row of edge stitches has been put on, the seam will appear on the edge of 
the coat. While this is not so important as some basting operations, care 
must be taken to get the seam exactly on the edge of the coat while 
basting on a machine at high speed. 
QualificatioiLB: Ordinary strength and ability. 

BASTER, HAND BUOY 

DesoriptioiL: The baster temporarily fastens in place any part of a gar- 
ment, using large stitches to hold it until the final stitching is done by 
the machine operator. This operation is a responsible and important 
one, requiring great care. Its essential feature is the proper placing of 
the garment part so as to secure proper shape and structure of the gar- 
ment The operations in basting vary from simple ones to difficult and 
complicated ones, such as top collar basting, which practically requires 
the work of a skilled tailor. Men and women are employed. 
QuaUlloatioiLs: Ordinary strength and ability. 

BASTER, MACHINE BXHEIR 

Deseriptioii: The occupation of the machine baster is the same as that of 
the hand baster, except that it includes the ability to operate the power 
sewing machine. Ordinarily any operator sufficiently skilled to be a 
good hand baster would have had experience running some jK>wer 
machiine. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

BASTER, PANTS BLUSH 

DesoriptioiL: The pants baster does any necessary basting on the pants, 
except that done by the crotch baster, such as basting the canvas around 
the top of the pants. Men and women are employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Must know the various oper- 
ations which may be included in making the various styles of panta 

BASTER, TOP COLLAR RUSY 

Description: The top-collar baster is usually a skilled tailor who bastes the 
top collar into position on the coat This is a very important operation, 
since the lay of the collar and the shape of the coat around the neck 
depend upon it. Men are nearly always employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. This work is usually done 
by a skilled tailor who must have had an apprenticeship at coat mak- 
ing and several months* experience on the top-collar work. 

BASTER, UNDER. (See Under baster.) 

BASTER, UNDER COLLAR BUYER 

Desoription: The under-collar baster, like the top-collar baster, is usually a 

skilled tailor who puts the under collar into place, so that it will meet 

the top collar exactly and permit the proper shaping of the coat around 

the neck. Men are nearly always employed* 
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QualifioatioiLs: Ordinary strength and ability. This work is usually done 
1^ a skilled tailor who must have had an apprenticeship at coat making 
and several months' experience on the under-collar work. 

BASTEB, VESr BAZAAB 

Besoription: The vest baster does the necessary basting on a vest, such as 
fastening the canvas to the front, the facing to the front, or the lining to 
the front. This is an important occupation, since there are several opera- 
tiQUS to be learned and since the shape of the vest depends upon this 
basting. This operator may be either a man or a woman, and is often 
known as a vest maker, able to do any of the operations in the making 
of a vest 
Qualillcations: Ordinary strength and ability. 

BASTEB, WIOAH BULB 

Besoription: The wigan baster bastes a piece of wigan or extra cloth of 
some kind in the front of the vest to give greater firmness to the cloth. 
Mea and women are employed. 
Qualilloations: Ordinary strength and ability. 

BLDTB-STITGH OPEBATOB. (See Operator, blind stitch.) 

BOTTOM CTTTTEB. (See Cutter, bottom.) 

BBTJ8HEB. (See Cleaner.) 

BITNBLE TIEB BTJILB 

Besoription: The bundle tier is a sort of assi8tant to the trimmer in the 
cutting room, who ties up the garment parts as the trimmer sorts them. 
Men are usually employed. 
QualillcatioiLs: Ordinary strength and ability. 

BUSHELEB BUOLE 

Besoription: The busheler is a skilled, all-round tailor, who repairs dam- 
aged garments or garment parts and corrects defective workmanship 
where possible. This is very important work, since upon it depends 
whether the garments can be sold or not. Men are nearly always 
employed. 

Qualilloations: More adaptability and ingenuity than the ordinary skilled 
operator. Experience in all operations on a garment 

BBTTON SEWEB, HAHB. (See Sewer, button, hand.) 

BUTTON SEWEB, MACHINE. (See Sewer, button, maohine.) 

CANYAS BASTEB. (See Baster, canvas.) 

CANVAS MAX:EB COST 

Besoription: The canvas maker stitches together the canvas, haircloth, 

wigan, and felt to make the front padding of a coat. The stitching may 

be done either with a blind-stitching machine or by hand. Men and 

women are employed. 

Qualilloations: Ordinary strength and ability. 

CLEANEB COT 

Besoription: The cleaner brushes the finished garment, picking off loose 
threads and, where necessary, clipping thread ends with scissors. Girls 
are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 
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CLOSES, POCKET COUCH 

Description: The pocket closer stitches together or closes the bag of the 

pocket after the pocket has been sewed In. This is a plain stitching 

operation. Women are usually employed. , 

Qualifications : Ordinary strength and ability. Ability to operate a power 

sewing machine. 

COLLAE BASTEE, TOP. (See Baster, top collar.) 

COLLAJl BASTEE, UNDEE. (See Baster, under collar.) 

COLLAE XAXEE, TOP COmfTT 

Description: The top-collar maker stitches the top collar to the coat and 
to the under collar and fells the collar to the lapel. This is a very 
important operation because of Its effect upon the fit of the coat and 
the lay of the collar and Is usually done by an experienced tailor. 

. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Apprenticeship as a tailor. 
Ck)nsiderable experience on top-collar making. 

COLLAE XAXEE, UNDEE COITP 

Description: The under-collar maker fastens together the canvas or felt 
and cloth for the under collar, padding it with special " blind stitching " 
to strengthen it and give it its shape. This is one of the most impor- 
tant and difficult operations on the coat and is usually done by an 
experienced tailor. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Apprenticeship as a tailor 
and considerable experience. 

CEOTCH-PIECE BASTEE, PANTS. (See Easter, crotch-piece, pants.) 

CUTTEE, BOTTOM COVET 

Description: The bottom cutter trims the bottom edges of the pants, using 
a pattern and shears. The important part of the operation is the proper 
placing of the pattern and the rapid and skillful use of the shears. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

CVTTEE, HAND COVE 

Description: The hand cutter uses a long-bladed or short-bladed knife or 
shears to cut the layers of cloth along the marked lines. Using a long 
knife, he is aided by a slot in the table in which he can work the knife 
up and down. Great care is necessary in this work to cut exactly to 
the line, for an incorrect cut can spoil many layers of cloth. The hand 
cutter Is more skilled than the machine cutter and trims those parts 
which must be cut accurately. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Considerable intelligence, accuracy, and a steady hand. 
Experience at cutting. Experience as a spreader and a marker is helpful. 

Schooling: Common school. 

CVTTEE, HEAD COYEE 

Description: The head cutter has charge of the cutting of materials for 
manufacture into garments. He directs the work of laying out the cloth, 
marking the patterns upon It, and the cutting. His chief responsibility 
is to see that the cloth is so laid and the patterns so marked that the 
pattern will be cut as economically as possible. Men are always employed. 
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QvaliflcatioiLB: High-grade intelligence. He should have had about four or 
five years' experience working his way up as spreader, marker, and cut- 
ter. Some knowledge of geometry and drafting is desirable. 

Schooling: Common school. 

CUTTER, UHZHO AHB TSDOIIHO COVET 

Seteriptloii: This operator cuts the lining, canvas, and trimmings of all 
kinds with an electric cutting machine or a long knife. This work is 
not so important as the cutting of the cloth, and is done by a less 
experienced operator. Men are always employed. 
Qnaliflcations: Ordinary strength and ability. Ability to operate an elec- 
tric cutting knife. 
Sehooling: Common school. 

CITTTER, XAGEIKE COWER 

Description: The machine cutter usually cuts out in the rough the marked 
parts from the layers of cloth. These parts are later trimmed by the 
hand cutter or the die-press operator. In the cutting of heavy cloth for 
suits this is usually not the case, the machine cutter following the line 
accurately and cutting the part ready for making. The work is fairly 
hard because of the stretching over the table and the pushing of the 
heavy cutting Imife. Men are always employed. 

Qnalillcations : Considerable intelligence and carefulness. Must be able to 
handle the electric cutting knife and cut exactly to the line. 

Schooling: Common school. 

DESIGNER DEPOT 

Description: In large plants there is often a man separately charged with 
the designing of the garmenta He must create the designs, make the 
models, and choose the materials for the designs. His chief responsibility 
is choosing the materials for the style of garment he wishes to produce, 
and cooperating with the sales department in producing designs which 
will sell and also be economical to cut. This is a high-grade position 
for a man with artistic ability. Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: High-grade intelligence. A knowledge of drafting. Although 
designing is a question largely of artistic sense, the designer should have 
had some experience in connection with the making of the garments, 
and especially the laying out of patterns and cutting of the cloth. 
Schooling: Common school. 

DIE-PRESS OPERATOR. (See Operator, die press.) 

EDOE RASTER. (See Raster, edge.) 

EDGE STITCHER. (See Stitcher, edge.) 

EXAMINER ERE 

Description: The examiner looks over the garment in the process of manu- 
facturing or when it is completed to discover defects and ascertain 
whether the shape is correct. This is an important position, as it entails 
considerable responsibility for the quality of the garments manufactured. 
Men and women are employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Must be an experienced 
operator on the garments and should have had enough experience at 
examining to know the various styles and designs. 

Schooling: Common school. 
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EiSLLER. (See Serger.) 

FELLER, HAND . FLAG 

Pescription: A hand feller sews a fell seam by hand to fasten sleeve linings, 
armholes, bottoms, etc., after the coat has been turned right side out. 
This work, because of the character of the operation, is usually done by 
an experienced tailor. 

Qualillcations: Ordinary strength and ability. Should have had apprentice- 
ship as a coat tailor. 

FELLER, MACHINE FLAIL 

Deicription: The feller is a machine operator who stitches a fell, or turned 

underseam, on the outside of the garment. Men and women are employed. 

Qualillcations: Ordinary strength and ability. Ability to run a power 

sewing machine, and some experience making the special seam. 

FITTER FLAKE 

Peseription: The fitter assembles the cut garment parts into complete units 

for making. From him they go direct to the operators. He also trims the 

pockets and welts to make stripes or designs match. This is a fairly 

important feature in the process of making, since the right parts must be 

put together and the trimmings matched. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Must have gained a thorough 

knowledge of all of the coat parts and of the operating processes. Should 

have had several years as a cutter or fitter. 

Schooling: Common school. 

FOREMAN, MAKING ROOM FLAKY 

Description: The foreman has charge of the work in the making depart- 
ment, the supplying of work, the quality of work done, the rate of pro- 
duction, the training of new workers, and the maintenance of shop dis- 
cipline. He must also see that the machinery in the room is kept in 
repair. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Executive ability, some mechanical ability, and high-grade 
intelligence. Should have had a number of years* experience as an oper- 
ator on all of the making processes, and a year or two as assistant 
foreman. 

Schooling: Common school. 

FRONT MAKER, PANTS FLAME 

Pescription: The front maker sews pockets, files, and crotch pieces to the 
front of the panta This operation is as important as that of back maker, 
since, if the crotch piece is not set properly, the back maker will be 
unable to join the pants to proper shape. This operator is usually a full 
pants operator ; that is, one who can make a complete pair of pants. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Must be a full-fledged pants 

operator. Should have had experience at pants making. 
Schooling: Common school. 

FRONT MAKER, VEST FLANK 

Pescription: The front maker is the most important operator on the vest. 
He makes the welts and pockets and stitches them on the front, adding 
extra stitches in the corner of the welt to tack it 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Must thoroughly under- 
stand vest making. 
Schooling: Common school. 
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FULL PAHTS OPERATOR. (See Pront maker, pants; al<o Tailor.) 

JOIKER, COAT JELLY 

Pescription: The joiner puts together the outer shell of the coat, seaming 

down the sides and the back on the inside. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Ability to operate a power 

sewing machine. 

JOINER, PANTS JENNY 

Description: The pants Joiner joins the front and back of the pants together 

with a seam <m the inside of the leg. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability^ 

LAPEL PADDER LEAL 

Description: The lapel maker, like the under-collar maker, sews together 
pieces of canvas and cloth with rows of "blind stitching*' or zigzag 
stitching. These stitches may be made by hand or upon a blind-stitching 
machine. When it is done by machine the operator is called the ** blind- 
stitch operator." Men and women are employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Ability to operate a blind- 
stitching machine. Several weeks at operation of padding lapels. 

LINING MAKER LEAP 

Description: The lining maker joins pieces of lining cloth to make a lining 

for the coat or vest, and where called for inserts an inside pocket. Men 

and women are employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Ability to operate a power 

sewing machine. 

LOOP SEWER. (iSfee Sewer, loop.) 

MARKER MILL 

Description: The marker is responsible for laying out the pattern on the 
doth after it has been spread. He figures out hqw the pattern can be 
cut from the smallest amount of the cloth and then marks around the 
edge of the pattern with chalk to indicate the lines for cutting. Where 
the same pattern Is frequently used for the same width of doth the 
marker may make a stencil of the layout, so that when it is necessary 
to mark this pattern again a helper can rapidly stencil the layout 
upon the cloth. The marker directs the work of the stenciler. Men 
are always employed. 
Qualifications: High-grade intelligence. The marker should have worked 

his way up as a spreader and a stenciler. 
Schooling: Common school. 

OFF PRESSER.^ {8ee Presser, off.) 

OPERATOR, BLIND STITCH ORAL 

Description: The blind-stitch operator operates a machine which sews a 
peculiar cross-stitch which does not show on the underside of the 
cloth. This stitch is used in padding the lapels and collars. The occu- 
pation not only includes knowing how to run the machine, but how to 
hold the garment parts so as to secure the proper results. Men and 
women are employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Ability to operate a blind- 
stitching machine and several months* experience in padding lapels and 
collars. 
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OPERATOR, DIE-PSESS OEATE 

Description: The die-press operator takes garment parts which have been 
bloclsed out in the rough by the machine cutter and trims them accu- 
rately. He places the properly shaped die upon the marked lines of 
the pattern and by pressing a foot lever permits the press to force it 
through the cloth. Men are always employed. 

Qualifioation : Alertness in handling dangerous machine. 

OVER PEES8EE. (See Pretser, off.) 
PIEGER OUT. (See Pront maker, pants.) 

PIPER PLANK 

Description: The piper operates a special type of sewing machine whicli 
folds around and stitches to the raw edge of a seam a piece of tape, or 
"piping." Men and women are employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength, and ability. Ability to operate the 
piping machine. 

POCKET CLOSER. (See Closer, pocket.) 

POCKET MAKER PLANT 

Description: The pocket maker makes and inserts in the garment pockets, 
flaps, and welts. This work includes piecing up, hemming, sewing, and 
tacking. This operation is often highly subdivided but the more im- 
portant parts are always done by a full-fledged pocket maker. Men 
and women are employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Elxperience in the various 
pocket-making operations. 

POCKET MAKER, BREAST PLAT 

Description: The breast pocket maker is an operator who is able to make 
a complete breast i)ocket and insert it. This operation includes stitch- 
ing the welt, sewing in and closing the pocket, and tacking the welt. 
Men and women are employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. ESxperience at breast pocket 
making. Ability to operate a power sewing machine. 

POCKET SEWER. (See Sewer, pocket.) 

PRESSER PLAITD 

Description: The presser uses an iron or a pressing machine to press parts 

of the garment like the sleeves, cuffs, and flaps, in the processes of 

making. He presses them on the outside; hence must be careful of the 

cloth. Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: More than average strength and ability to stand while at 

work. Ability to handle a pressing machine. 

PRESSER, OPF PLAY 

Description: The offpresser does the most imi)ortant pressing operation 
on the garment. When the garment has been flnished he gives it a 
flnal pressing, which gives it the proper shape and creases; he removes 
the gloss which may have been caused by heavy pressing machines, and 
gets the garment ready for packing. Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. He should have had experi- 
ence with various kinds of pressing irons and pressing machines on va- 
rious parts of the garment and on the final or off pressing. 
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PBE88EB, ITNDEB FLAZA 

SeseriptioiL: The underpresser presses the garment in process of making. 
Unlike the presser, he does not press on the outside of the cloth, and 
therefore need not exercise as much care. He presses such things as the 
seams, under collar, edge tape, linings, etc. Men are always employed. 
Qnallllcations: More than average strength and ability to stand while at 
work. 

SEINFORCEXEHT XAXSS SEACH 

Deteription: The reinforcement maker hems and sews to the inside of the 
leg of military breeches a reinforcing patch. This is an operation 
peculiar to this type of breeches, and is usually done by a full-pants 
operator because of its importance and unusual character. 

Qnalifioations: Ordinary strength and ability. Must be a full-fledged pants 
operator. Should have had experience at pants making. 

SEAMES SLIP 

Description: The seamer Joins garment parts with a plain seam or, in the 
case of pants, makes a raised *' cord " seam on the outside by turning 
the edge of the first seam under and seaming it again. This operator 
is called a ** seamer " usually when the joining operation is not particu- 
larly diflicult. Otherwise the name ** joiner " is used. Men and women 
are employed. 
Qualilloations: Ordinary strength and ability. Ability to operate a power 
sewing machine and to run an accurate seam. 

SEAMSTRESS. (See Sewer, hand.) 

SE&GBB SLIT 

Deserlption: The serger operates a special sewing machine which produces 
a "fell" seam similar to that produced in felling by hand. Men and 
women are employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Considerable experience on 
various serging-machine operations. 

SEWEB, BUTTON, HAND SLOPE 

Description: This operator sews buttons on the garment by hand. Men and 
women are employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Must understand how to 
sew the various styles of buttons on with the maximum of strength and 
minimum of work, and how to raise the button with a shank. 

SEWER, BUTTON, MACHINE SLOW 

Description: This operator sews buttons on the garment with an automatic 
machine, placing the button and garment in the exact position, and start- 
ing the machine. The machine sews the button on and stops automati- 
cally. Though this Is an automatic-machine operation, great care is nec- 
essary in placing the button so that the needle will not strike it and 
break. Women are usually employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

SEWEB, HAND SLUG 

Description: The hand sewer finishes off garments, does small trimming 
operations, makes buttonholes, and does work pf similar character. Be- 
cause of the need for doing finished work and the varied operations this 
worker is usually an experienced, high-grade sewer. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability, 
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8EWSR, LOOP SLinCP 

Description: The loop sewer finishes off the pants by sewing on the belt 

loops, waistband, and any other small operations required. M^ and 

women are employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Must be able to do plain 

sewing. 

SEWER, POCKET SHALL 

Description: The pocket sewer cuts the slit in the front of the coat 
and sews the pocket and flap or welt into the coat. This is a re- 
sponsible operation, as the slit must be cut exactly and the pocket in- 
serted with a perfect fit. It is usually done by a full-fledged pocket 
maker. Men and women are employed. 
Qnalifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

SEWEB, SLEEVE SHABT 

Description: The sleeve sewer joins the sleeve to the coat at the shoulder, 
placing it accurately, and gathering in the cloth at the armhole so that 
the sleeve will hang properly. This is an important and difficult opera- 
tion and upon it depends to a great degree the shape of the coat; it is, 
therefore, usually done by an experienced coat tailor. Men are always 
employed. 
Qnalilloations: Ordinary strength and ability. He should have had con- 
siderable experience in setting sleeves. 

SEWER, TAPE SMASH 

Description: The tape sewer sews tape aroimd the edge of the garment on 
the inside, which is designed to hold the shape and make the garment 
hang right. This is done on coat, vest, and armhole edges. This is a 
difficult and important operation and intrusted only to experienced 
workers. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

SEWER, TICKET 8HELT 

Description: The ticket sewer is a worker in the cutting room who sews 

upon the cut garment parts a ticket showing the size, lot number, and 

style. Girls are usually employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Should be able to operate a 

power sewing machine. 
Schooling: Common school. 

SHAPER SMILE 

Description: The shaper takes the garment In the process of making and 
cuts out, according to a pattern, the shape of the neck, lapels, and edge, 
so as to give the garment the correct shape. This is an important task, 
entailing a thorough knowledge of the making of the garment and of 
styles and designs. It is practically always done by an experienced 
tailor. Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability; experience as a full-fledged 
tailor. 

SLEEVE MAKER SMOCK 

Description: The sleeVe maker stitches together two pieces of cloth for 

the sleeves and two pieces of lining and tacks this lining to the sleeve. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 
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8LZZTE SETTER. (See Sewer, sleeve.) 

SLESVB SEWEB. (Bee Sewer, sleeve.) 

SPREADER SMOKE 

Desoription: The spreader is a helper in the cutting room who lays the 
cloth in layers of various thicknesses for cutting. This is done by un^ 
rolling the bolt of cloth along the table or by placing the bolt of cloth on 
a machine "carrier" which can be run along the table. Although not 
difficult work, it is responsible, because the cloth must be smooth and 
without any wrinkles and the outer or cutting edges of cloth must be laid 
together. Boys and young men are usually employed, and are in line for 
promotion to higher positions in the cutting room. 
Qualification: Must be able to do a great deal of walking. 
Schooling: Ck)mmon school. 

STEVCILER SMOKY 

Detcription: The stenciler lays the stencil of the pattern layout, as pre- 
pared by the marker, upon the top layer of cloth and transfers the pat- 
tern by dusting chalk upon the outlines. The stenciler also marks around 
the edges of a laid-out pattern with chalk. Men are always employed. 
They are in line for promotion to cutter or marker. 

Qualifications: Considerable intelligence. Should have had some experience 
as a spreader. 

Schooling: O)mmon school. 

STITCHER, EDGE SMOOT 

Description: The edge stitcher runs a row of stitches around the edge 
of the coat after it has been turned and pressed. This is not a difficult 
operation but requires considerable dexterity to do it rapidly and accu- 
rately. Men and women are employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Should be able to operate a 
. power sewing machine. 

TACKER TOPIC 

Description: The tacker is a hand sewer who puts extra stitches at the 

comers of seams or of pockets, to tack or fasten them more securely. 

This operation, when done by a machine, is called ''bar tacking." Men 

and women are employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Should be able to do hand 

sewing. 

TAILOR TOQUE 

Description: The tailor is an all-round worker on hand or machine 
operations, who understands cutting, basting, stitching, pressing, and 
shaping, and can be placed upon any operation. The tailor is usually 
used to doing special operations, such as top-collar or under-coUar making, 
sleeve setting and shaping, or as a busheler or sample maker. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Should be able to operate 
any of the machines used in the operations. 

Schooling: Common school.

Pesoription: The coat tailor is an operator who has specialized on tlie 

coat operations and may not be able to do the pants or vest operations. 

He mnst be able to do tlie 

same work on the coat which the tailor is able to do on any part of the 

suit. 

TAPE SEWER. (See Sewer, tape.) 

TICKET SEWER. (See Sewer, ticket.) 

TOP PBESSER. (See Presser, off.) 

TOP STITCHER. (See Sewer, loop.) 

TRIMMER. (See Fitter.) 

TRIMMER, WELT TORIC 

Kindred Occupation: Trimmer. 
Description: The welt trimmer trims with shears the welts of vest and 

breast pockets so that where there is a pattern the stripes will match. 

Men and women are employed. 
Unaliflcations: Ability to distinguish shades and colors accurately. 

TRIMMING MAKER TORE 

Description: The trimming maker is a machine operator who does the 
necessary work on the trimming for any garment, such as pocket flaps, 
belt loops, pocket facings, etc. The work is usually plain stitching or 
hemming. Men are always employed. 

Qtialiflcations : Ordinary strength and ability. Ability to operate a power 
sewing machine, and experience as a trimming maker. 

UNDERBASTER UNDER 

Description: The underbaster may do any or all of the basting operations 
upon the coat before it has been turned right side out. These operations 
include basting the lining to the coat, around the edges, and at the shoul- 
der, and inserting the padding. This operator is usually a skilled tailor 
who knows all of the operations on a coat. Men are usually employed. 
Qualifloatlons: Ordinary strength and ability. Apprenticeship as a tailor or 
coat maker. 

tlNDERLINER. (See Underbaster.) 
UNDERPRESSER. (See Presser, under.) 
TEST RASTER. (See Raster, vest.) 
WELT TRIMMER. (See Trimmer, welt.) 
WIOAN RASTER. (See Raster, wigan). 
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ADJITSTES, POWEB SEWING MACHINE AGENT 

Description: A machine adjuster is a mechanic who makes adjnMments of 
the machines for special stitches or the .use of special attaclmients or 
gauges; where possible, corrects faulty operation of the machine and 
replaces broken parts. He is not a machinist. Men are always em- 
ployed. 
Qualifioattons: Ordinary intelligence and mechanical ability. 

ADJirSTEB'S HEI.PEK, POWER SEWING MACHINE AGLOW 

Description: The machine adjuster's helper makes himself useful wherever 
possible, helping the adjuster in his duties, helping the strap man to 
adjust straps, and oiling the machinery in the room. He is in. line for 
promotion to strap man or machine adjuster. Young men are always 
employed 

Qualillcations: Ordinary strength and intelligence; mechanical ability. 
Should know how to oil the machinery and fix straps. 

ASSEMBLER, OVERALLS AGREE 

Kindred Occupations: Feeder, shirt; Fitter, suit. 

Description: The assembler brings together a complete set of cut gar- 
ment parts ready for the operator. Women are usually employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. This is responsible work 
which requires a knowledge of the garment parts and particular care 
not to mix sizes and shades. 

Schooling: Ck)mmon schooL 

BACK MAKER BRING 

Description: The back maker stitches the two parts of the yoke to the 
back, gathering in the back when it is wider than the yoke. This 
operation is an important one since it has to do with the shape of the 
shirt. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

BELT MAN. (See Strap man.) 
BOSOM MAKER. (See Front maker.) 

BUTTONHOLE MAKER BITFF 

Description: The machine buttonhole maker operates a machine which 
automatically cuts and sews the buttonholes and stops. The operator 
must only set the garment in the proper place so that the buttonholes 
will be parallel and start the machine. Women are usually employed 
and men occasionally. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

BITTTON-MACHINE OPERATOR. {See Patent-button machine, etc.) 
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BUTTON MARKER BASIS 

Pesoription: The button marker marks a place for the buttons with a 

chalk as indicated by the buttonholes already made. Girls are always 

employed. 
Quallllciitions: Ordinary strength and ability. 

BUTTON SEWER, MACHINE. (See Sewer, button machine.) 

CLEANBB COWL 

Description: The cleaner keeps the rags and threads swept up from the 
floors and tables and sorts the rags roughly, according to quality, for sale 
to rag dealers. Old men or women beyond doing heavy work are usually 
employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength ; intelligence enough to learn the general 
differences in cloth. 

COLLAR MAKER COY 

Description: The collar maker stitches together the plies of the collar, turns 
the collar with the seam inside and stitches around the edge. This is a 
plain sewing operation and is necessary only on attached-collar shirts. 
Women are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Should have had experi- 
ence as a power sewing machine operator. 

CUFF MAKER OOZY 

Description: The cuff maker stitches together the two plies of the cuff 

and the lining, and attaches the cuff to the sleeve. Women are always 

employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and intelligence. Ability as a power 

sewing machine operator. This operation requires some care as the 

gathers must be made in the sleeves. 

CUTTER, HAND CRAPT 

Description: The hand cutter uses a long bladed or short bladed knife or 
shears to cut the layers of cloth along the marked lines. Using a long 
knife, he is aided by a slot in the table in which he can work the knife 
up and down. Great care is necessary in this work to cut exactly to the 
line, for an incorrect cut can spoil many layers of cloth. The hand cutter 
is more skilled than the machine cutter and trims those parts which must 
be cut accurately. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Considerable intelligence, accuracy, and a steady hand. Ex- 
perience as a spreader and marker is helpful. 

Schooling: Common school. 

CUTTER, HEAD CRANE 

Description: The head cutter in shirt making is frequently also the de- 
signer. He designs garments, makes the models, and, if they are satis- 
factory, grades the patterns from the models. He is responsible for cut- 
ting these patterns from the cloth as economically as possible;, this 
entails figuring the number of garments which can be cut from the 
giv^n yardage, planning the layout of the pattern on the cloth, and 
supervising the spreading, marking, and actual cutting. In large plants 
there may be a separate designer, in which case the head cutter has 
duties similar to those of the head cutter in suit manufacturing. Men are 
always employed. 
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Qualifications: High-grade intelligence. Should have had four or five 
years' experience, working his way up as spreader, marker, and cutter. 
Should have the imagination and ability to be a designer. A knowledge 
of drafting is helpful. 

SehooUng: Common schooL 

CITTTZS, XACHnrS CRAWL 

Description: The machine cutter usually cuts out in the rough the marked 
parts from the layers of cloth. These parts are later trimmed by the 
hand cutter or by the die-press operator. In the cutting of heavy cloth 
for suits this is usually not the case, the macliine cutter following the 
line accurately and cutting the part ready for making. The work is 
fairly hard because of the stretching over the table and the pushing 
of the heavy cutting knife. Men are always employed. 

Qnalifioations: Considerable Intelligence and' carefulness. Must have the 
ability to handle the electric cutting knife and cut exactly to the line. 

Schooling: Common schooL 

DAXPEHER PEPTH 

Description: The dampener runs the shirts through a machine which 
dampens them for ironing. The work Is simple and requires watch- 
ing to see that the shirts do not get caught in the rollers. Women are 
usually employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability to stand damp work. 

DIE-PRESS OPERATOR. (See Operator, die-press.) 

DBIEX DEW 

Description: The drier hangs shirts on racks in the drying room or upon 
an endless-chain carrier, which carries them through the drying room. 
Women are usually employed. 

Qualifications; Ordinary strength and ability to stand hot work. 

EXAMINER ERODE 

Description : The examiner inspects completed parts or garments for defects 
in workmanship, dipping thread ends with the scissors. In many places 
she is practically the foreman's assistant This Is resi)onsible work, en- 
tailing knowledge of the making processes and of the appearance of the 
finished garment. Women are always employed. 
Qualifications: Higher than average ability. Should have had experience 
as an operator on the various parts of the processes or several months* 
experience as an examiner. 

FEEDER FLAP 

Kindred Occupation: Fitter, suit. 

Description: The feeder gives out complete sets of garment parts for the 
operators. The work is similar to that of the fitter In suit manufacturing 
but does, not Include the trimming of parts. Women are usually employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 

FELLER FLARE 

Kindred Occupation: Feller, suit. 
Description: The feller is a machine operator who stitches a fell or tumed- 

under seam on the outside of the garment. Men and women are employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Ability to run power sewing 

machine and some experience making the special seam. 
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EOLDES PLASH 

Description: The folder pr^ares the garment for packing by folding it 
according to some predetermined scheme. The work includes watching 
for loose thread ends. Girls are usually employed. 

Qualiflcations: Ordinary strength and ability. Ability to stand at work. 

POSEMAN, LAUNDEY PLAT 

Peseription: The foreman directs the work of washing, starching, Ironing, 

and boxing the garments. He is responsible for setting the color in 

. the shirts by the use of chemicals, for the making of the starch, and the 

starching of the shirts. Men are always employed. 
Qnalificatlons: Ordinhry strength and ability; executive ability. Some 
knowledge of chemistry and a knowledge of the processes of washing with 
chemicals, starching, and the different methods of ironing and pressing. 
Schooling: Common school. 

FOREMAN, HAXINO BOOH PLAX 

Description: The foreman is in charge of the work in the making depart- 
ment, the supplying of work, the quality of work done, the rate of pro- 
duction, the training of new workers, and the maintenance of shop 
discipline. He must also see that the machinery in the room is kept in 
repair. Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: Executive ability, some mechanical ability, and high-grade 
intelligence. Should have a number of years of experience as operator on 
all of the making processes and a year or two as assistant foreman. 
Schooling: Ck>mmon school. 

FRONT PACER. (See Front maker.) 

FRONT MAKER, OVERALLS PLED 

Kindred Occupation: Front maker, shirts. 

Description: The front maker hems and stitches to the front of the coat 
all trimmings, pockets, button strips, and center pieces for buttonholes, 
etc This work can be done by a single or double-needle operator. 
Women are usually employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Should have had experience 
as a power sewing machine operator, as a front maker in shirt manufac- 
turing, or several months* experience in various operations on overalls or 
shirts. 

FRONT MAKER, SHIRT FLAY 

Description: The front maker sews to the front pieces of the shirt the 
pocket, flaps, and facings, and where necessary makes the bosom and 
attaches it. The bosom making is an important operation and requires 
an experienced operator. Women are always employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Ability to operate a power 
sewing machine. 

OIVHR OUT. {See Assembler, overalls.) 

HAND PRESSER. (See Ironer, hand.) 

HEMMER HAUL 

Kindred Otenpations: Hemmer, any clothing industry; Plain sewing. 
Description: The hemmer sews the hem around the edge of the fronts and 
backs of the shirts, setting into the front hem a gusset or diamond- 
shaped piece of cloth, which later is felled into the junction between the 
back and front. Women are always employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Should have had experience 
as a t)ower sewing machine operator. 
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ntOHBB, HAND INCUS 

Deforlption : The ironer receives the dampeued shirts and irons them with 
a flatiron, or, In the case of cheap shirts which have not been washed, 
qx>nges the garment and Irons it The important part of the work is to 
fold the garment properly and not scorch it Men and women are 
employed. 
QnaUileationi: Ordinary strength and ability. 

JOIHER JEKRY 

Description: The Joiner inserts the front of the shirt between the two 

parts of the yoke at the shoulder and stitches them together with a flat 

tumed-in seam. This is a fairly responsible operation. Women are 

always employed. 
Qualiilcations: Ordinary strength and ability. Ability to operate a power 

sewing machine. 

LABELER LEARV 

Description: The labeler is an operator with little experience who sews 

labels on the back of the shirt. Women are always employed. 
Qualiilcations: Ordinary strength and ability. Should be able to operate 

a power sewing machine. 

LAIFHDRY FOREXAH. (See Foreman, laundry.) 

XACHUTE ADJUSTER. {See Adjuster, etc.) 

XACHIHE ADJUSTER'S HELPER. {See Adjuster's helper, etc.) 

MACHINIST KILO 

Description: The machinist repairs the sewing machines, making new parts 

to replace broken ones and correcting parts which are not operating 

properly. Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and good intelligence. Should have 

served his apprenticeship as a first-class machinist, preferably in a plant 

making small automatic machinery or sewing machines. 
Schooling: Common school. 

XARXER MILT 

Description: The marker is responsible for laying out the pattern on the 
cloth after it has been spread. He figures out how the pattern can 
be cut from the smallest amount of the cloth and then marks around the 
edge of the pattern with chalk to indicate the lines for cutting. .When 
the same pattern is frequently used for the same width of doth the 
marker may make a stencil for the layout, so that when it is necessary 
to mark this 'pattern again a helper can rapidly stencil the layout upon 
the doth. The marker directs the work of the stenciler. Men are always 
employed. 
Qualiilcations: High-grade intelligence. The marker should have worked 

his way up as a spreader, stenciler, and cutter. 
Schooling: Common school. 

NECKBAND MAKER NECK 

Description: The neckband maker folds and stitches the piece of cloth 
that was cut for the neckband and inserts the button guard. She then 
turns it with the seam inside and stitches around the edge, rolling the 
upper edge of the band so that the seam will not come on the edge of 
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the band, but slightly below. The difficulty and importance of this 
operation comes in the rolling of the edge, which is done by a dexterous 
twist of the fingers. Women are always employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Should have had experience 
as a power sewing machine operator. 

NECKBAND SETTEK NEED 

Description. The neckband setter stitches the neckband to the shirt. She 
must be careful to keep the seam of uniform depth and to stretch or 
hold in, as the case may be, the cloth, so as to have the distance from 
the center of the back to the shoulder seam the same on both sides. 
This is a responsible operation. Women are always employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Should have had experience 
as a power sewing machine operator. 

OILEK. (See Adjuster's helper, etc.) 

OPEKATOR, DIE*PKESS 0KB 

Description: The die-press operator takes garment parts which have been 
blocked out in the rough by the machine cutter and trims them accu- 
rately. He places the properly shaped die upon the marked lines of the 
pattern and by pressing a foot lever, permits the press to force it through 
the cloth. Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: Alertness in handling a dangerous machine. 

OPEKATOK, DOVBLE-NEEDLE MACHINE OBBIT 

Description: The double-needle power sewing machine can be used on 
any of those operations where it is desired to have two parallel rows of 
stitches. The designation "double-needle operator" is used in the 
trade for one who has learned to do some, or perhaps, all of the operations 
on a garment The assumption is that this operator has learned to do 
one or several operations and can, therefore, be readily trained to almost 
any operation on this type of machine. In the light clothing work, such 
as shirts, shirt waists, and underwear, the double-needle operators are 
mostly women, but in the suit, shirt, skirt, and cloak industries there are 
a great many men who are known as " mechanics " and are usually all- 
•round workers on a particular garment 
Qualifications: Speed and manual dexterity are essential qualifications. 
The operator must have the ability to stand the nervous strain of the 
noisy machine and the intense application to rapid work. 

OPERATOR, SINGLE-NEEDLE MACHINE ORDER 

Description: The single-needle power sewing machine can be used on prac- 
tically any of the garment operations. The designation "single-needle 
operator ** is used in the trade for one who has learned to do some or 
perhaps all of the operations on a garment. The assumption is that this 
operator has learned to do one or several operations and can, therefore, 
be readily trained to almost any operation on this type of machine. In 
the lighter clothing work, such as shirts, skirts, shirt waists, and 
underwear, the single-needle operators are mostly women, but in the 
suit, skirt, and cloak industries there are a great many men who are 
known as " mechanics " and are usually all-round workers on a particu- 
lar garment. 

Qualifications: Speed and manual dexterity are essential qualifications. 
The operator must have the ability to stand the nervous strain of the 
noisy machine and the intense application to rapid work.

DeiorlptioQ: The pants maker stitches together the front and the hack of 

the pants and attaches the fly and belt loops.

Should be able to operate 

power sewing machine. 

PATEHT-BirTTON XACHDrE OPEEATOR, OYEEALLS PLEAS 

Description: The patent-button machine operator clamps the patent button 

to the overall, or other garment, by the use of an automatic machine in 

which she need only insert the garment at the proper place. Boys and 

women are always employed. 

Uualifloationi: Ordinary strength and ability. 

PIECE-OOODS MAN PLIEB 

Desoriptlon: The piece-goods man keeps the stock of materials and sup- 
plies it to the cutting room. He matches the shades where necessary 
and keeps a record of the stock sent out and returned. The work de- 
mands a knowledge of shades, textures, and widths of fabrics. Men are 
always employed. 
Uualiiioations: Ordinary strength and ability. Should have had experience 
in the cutting room or anywhere where knowledge of textures and shades 
can be acquired. 
SohooUni;: Suffici^it to be able to figure yardage and keep simple stock 
records. 

POCKET SETTEE PLOD 

Desoriptioii: The pocket setter stitches a pocket on the outside of any plain 
garment, such as shirts, overalls, jumpers, etc. This is a simple stitch- 
ing operation, demanding only care in placing the pocket. Women are 
always employed. 
QuaUlLcations: Ordinary strength and ability. Should be able to operate a 
power sewing machine. 

POBTEB PLOW 

Description: The porter is really a trucker who delivers goods from the 
cutting rooni to the proper bins in the making room. Men are always 
employed. 
Qualifications: Good strength and ordinary ability. Should know the differ- 
ence between garment parts. 

PBESSEB, KACHnrE PLTTCX 

Description: The machine presser irons shirts by laying them on a form and 

permitting the heated pressing iron to descend upon the garment. Some 

care is necessary in placing the garment properly upon the form. Girls 

are usually employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability; carefulness. 

BAG SOBTEB. {See Cleaner.) 
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SEWEB, BTTTTON MACHINE SNAP 

Description: The operator sews buttons on the garment with an automatic 
machine, placing the button and garment in the exact position and start- 
ing the machine. The machine sews the button on and stops automati- 
cally. Though this is an automatic-machine operation, great care is nec- 
» essary in placing the button so that the needle will not strike it and 
break. Women are usually employed. 
QuaUfications: Ordinary strength and ability; carefulness. 

SEWINQ MACHINE OPERATOR. (See Operator, etc.) 

SHOULDER JOINER. (See Joiner.) 

SLEEVE MAKER SNARE 

Description : The sleeve maker stitches together the two pieces of the sleeve, 

hems and attaches the facing of the cuff opening. Wom^i are always 

employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Should be able to operate a 

power sewing machine^ 

SLEEVE PIECER SNOW 

Description: The sleeve piecer is a sleeve maker doing the single operation 

of stitching together the two pieces of the sleeve with a plain seam. 

Women are always employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Should be able to operate a 

power sewing machine. 

SLEEVE SETTER SNUG 

Description: The sleeve setter has one of the most important operations 
in the making of a shirt. She Inserts the sleeve In the armhole and 
stitches it to the shirt, distributing the gathers carefully. Since the 
armhole is straight and the sleeve sloped, great care is necessary to feed 
them into the machine evenly, and since the difficulty of the operation 
varies with the material, the process requires the exercise of judgment 
and thought Women are always employed. 
Qualifications : Ordinary strength and ability ; carefulness ; experience as a 
machine operator. 

SORTER SORT 

Description: The sorter sorts out the ironed shirts, according to lot num- 
ber and size. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. 
Schooling: Common school. 

SPREADER SOAR 

Description: The spreader is a helper in the cutting room who lays the 
cloth in layers of various thickness for cutting. This is done by im- 
roUing the bolt of cloth along the table or by placing the bolt of cloth on 
a machine "carrier" which can be run along the table. Although not 
difficult work. It Is responsible, because the cloth must be smooth and 
without any wrinkles, and the outer or cutting edges of cloth must be 
laid together. Boys and young men are usually employed and are in 
line for promotion to higher positions in tiie cutting room. 

Qualifications: Must be able to do a great deal of walking; responsibility. 

STARCH COOK. (See Starch maker.) 
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8TABCHE& SOCK 

Deioription: The starcher rubs the starch into the garment, taking care to 
saturate thoroughly the parts which must be stiffly starched. Women are 
usually employed. 
Qualiflcations: Ordinary strength and ability to stand damp work. 

STARCH ICAXER SOLAR 

Deioription: The starch maker, under the direction of the foreman, pre- 
pares and cooks the starch to proper consistency and adds bluing. 
Women are usually employed. 

Uualiflcations: Ordinary strength and ability. This is not difficult work, 
but requires a careful and responsible worker. 

STENCILER SOLON 

Seieription: The stenciler lays the stencil of the pattern layout as pre- 
pared by the maker upon the top layer of the cloth end transfers the 
pattern by dusting chalk upon the outlines. The stenciler also marks 
around the edges of a laid-out pattern with chalk. Men are always 
employed. They are in line for promotion to cutter or marker. 
Uualiflcations: Considerable intelligence. Should have had some experi- 
ence as a spreader. 
Schooling: Common school. 

STRAP BOY. (See Adjuster's helper, power- sewing machine.) 

STRAP MAN SOLVE 

Description: In large plants there is a strap man, who attends to replacing 
broken straps and sees that the proper tension is maintained on all the 
straps. The strap is the leather belt which transmits the power from 
the motor, or shaft, to the sewing machine. Men are always employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. This is not very difficult 
work, but requires a reliable man. 

SWEEPER. {See Cleaner.) 

TRIMMER, CVTTINQ ROOM TORT 

Description: The trimmer puts tags or marks onto the cut garment parts 
to indicate the size, style, etc. He matches stripes in pockets, bosoms, 
and other trimmings, and, where necessary, matches shades. The work 
is similar to that of the fitter in suit manufacturing, except that the 
trimmer does not assemble the parts of the garment. Men are always 
employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Must have had experience 
as a cutter sufficient to have complete familiarity with the various gar- 
ment parts. 
Schooling: Common school. 

TRIMMING MAKER TOSS 

Kindred Occupation: Single-needle operator. 

Description: The trimming maker stitches together or hems trimmings, 
such as cuffs, pockets, centers, facings, belt loops, straps, etc., for any 
plain garments like overalls. Women are usually employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Should be able to operate a 
power sewing machine. 
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WASHER WEB 

Kindred Occupation: Washer tender, wooL 

Description: The washer is an ordinary helper who tends the process of 
washing the shirts. He fills and empties the tubs, and must understand 
the process sufficiently to report to the foreman when anything goes 
wrong. Men are always employed. 

Qualifications: Considerable strength and ability to work in a damp room.

MANUFACTURE OF TENTS 

ASSEMBLER AGATE 

Description: The tent assembler receives the tent after all the parts have 

been sewed together and completes it by putting on the sod cloths and 

the ropes for the doors, comers, and edges. Because of the handling 

of the heavy tent, men are usually employed. 

Qnaliflcationi: ([Considerable strength and ordinary ability. 

CTTTTEB COOL 

Description: The tent cutter lays out the cloth, marks off the parts, and 
cuts them with an electric cutting machine. Owing to the heavy ma- 
terial used men are always employed. 
Qnaliflcatlons: Considerable strength and ordinary ability. Gutting experi- 
ence is desirable. 

CTTTTEB, SECTION COON 

Description: On certain types of tents the section cutter takes the section 
which has already been made and cuts it to shape according to a 
pattern, using the shears. Men are always employed because the sec- 
tions and patterns are very heavy. 

Unalificationi: Considerable strength and ordinary ability. Cutting experi- 
ence is desirable. 

EYELET-MACHINE OPEKATOB. {See Operator, eyelet machine.) 

70BEMAN FIN 

Description: The foreman directs the entire process of tent making, in- 
cluding the cutting and machine operating. Men and women are em- 
ployed. 

Qualificationi: Executive ability to direct the work of others. This work 
demands complete familiarity with all of the styles of tents made and 
processes involved.

0BOMMET-MACHINE OPEBATOB. (See Operator, grommet machine.) 

HOOD MAKER HASP 

Description: The hood maker Joins the pieces of canvas which make the 

hood for the top of the tent pole and hems around the edge of the hood. 

Women are always employed. 

Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Should be able to operate 

a power sewing machine.

JOINER JEAN 

Description: The Joiner stitches together the sections of the tent and 

inserts the collar above the door, thus completing the structure of the 

. tent This work requires the handling of heavy material. Men and 

women are employed. 
Qualifications: Strength to handle heavy tents. Ability to operate a power 
sewing machine. 
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OPERATOB, EYELET MACHINE OLDEN 

Kindred Oocupations: Eyeleter, shoe industry; Patent-bmtton machine 

operator. 
Description: The eyelet-machine operator places the material and the metal 
eyelet in the machine which cuts the hole and stitches around the eyelet 
in a manner similar to buttonholing. The machine is largely automatic 
and the work requires only care in locating the eyelet properly. Men are 
always employed as the tent is very heavy to handle. 
Qualifications: Good strength and ordinary ability. 

OPEKATOB, GBOHMET MACHINE OMEGA 

Kindred Occupation: Patent-button machine operator. 

Description: The grommet-machlne operator sets the grommet for the rope 
holes of a tent. The work is fairly simple since it is only necessary for 
the operator to insert the canvas at the proper place and start the ma- 
chine. Men are usually employed because of the weight of the tents. 

Qualifications: Considerable strength and ordinary ability. 

SECTION MAKEB SITE 

Kindred Occupation: Joiner, tents. 
Description: The section maker sews pieces of canvas together to make a 

" section " or quarter of a tent and joins the door piece to it. This is 

fairly simple stitching work but requires the handling of heavy cloth. 

Men and women are employed. 
Qualifications: Ordinary strength and ability. Should be able to operate a 

power sewing machine. 

TENT MAKEB. (See Foreman.) 
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
